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INQUIRIES CONCERNING THE 


SOYA BEAN. 


The article which appeared in last 
week’s issue of the Reporter upon the 
soya bean and its probable effect upon 
the markets has attracted no small at- 
tention. We have been beset with in- 
quiries concerning its properties as a 
possible paint oil and as a substitute 
for corn, linseed and cottonseed ofis; 
we have had requests for samples and 
for information as to where and under 
what conditions the oil could be ob- 
tained, etc. We are unfortunately un- 
prepared at the moment to answer 
these inquiries with that degree of full- 
ness which is essential to an accurate 
reply. The adoption of the bean in 
Great Britain and throvghout Scan- 
dinavia and Germany has been sud- 
den and, while its use has been ex- 
tensive, consuming, according to the 
best obtainable authority, some 400,000 
tons, it is a little early to speak with 
confidence as to eventualities. We can 
only reiterate what we have already 
said. An analysis reveals a close chem- 
ical likeness to corn oil and the fact 
that for soap manufacturing purposes 
it has displaced in Europe a consider- 
able quantity of the latter will throw 
some light upon its possibilities. As a 
paint oil we have our doubts, for it is 


not noted for quick drying proclivities, 
though in conjunction with other in- 
gredients it possibly might prove use- 
ful and at all events it can be easily 
tested. So far, however, it has not 
found favor in Europe for this pur- 
pose. As an edible oil it eventually 
may find a place, but before it can 
hope to achieve popular favor either in 
Europe or America as a table delicacy 
or for culinary purposes, some im- 
proved process of refining must be in- 
vented. It promises, however, to com- 
pete with both cottonseed and linseed 
oils in so far as these seek a market 
for soap manufacture. Beyond this its 
influence is not expected to be keenly 
felt. 

The fodder from the bean cake is 
cheap, and from all accounts, rich 
enough to rival in value the cotton and 
linseed products, but owing to the con- 
stantly growing demand for this class 
of goods throughout Europe there does 
not seem to be any danger that the de- 
mand for the two better known prod- 
ucts will suffer, as there seems to be 
ample room for all three. It behooves 
American mills, however, to be cau- 
tious as to the quality of their outturn, 
for price differences may be against 
them. The progress of the soya bean 
industry will be well worth watching, 
and we hope soon to be able to supple- 
ment our last article by further inter- 
esting and instructive details. 
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SHALL WE HAVE FREE GRAIN 
ALCOHOL FOR EXPORT PUR- 
POSES? 


Section 29 of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
bill relating to drawbacks on domestic 
alcohol ‘when exported either by itself 
or in composition with other ingredi- 
ents as a manufactured article of com- 
merce, is still hanging fire in the Sen- 
ate, and some anxiety is expressed 
that that body is inclined to look with 
disfavor upon the proposition to accord 
to spirits distilled at home the same 
privileges which the United States ac- 
cords to the products of the stills of 
foreign countries. It would seem, how- 
ever, that this opinion is erroneous, 
and an article from our Washington 
correspondent, which appears elsewhere 
in this issue, explains the delay in the 
adoption of a fair and liberal draw- 
back clause as due to the complica- 
tions arising from the claims of recti- 
fiers to have alcoholic beverages cov- 
ered by a provision of the same kind. 
Apparently it is not so much a ques- 
tion as to the advisability of allowing 
the manufacturers of medicinal and 
toilet preparations a rebate of the in- 
ternal revenue taxes paid on domestic 
alcohol used in their finished products, 
as it is one of how to safeguard the 
interests of the Treasury when the 
matter of meeting claims for refund 
from the rectifiers of distilled spirits 
must be met. 

The equity of a drawback law which 
would apply to domestic as well as to 
foreign spirits was dwelt upon edi- 
torially by the Reporter in its issue of 
May 17, under the caption, ‘Alcohol in 
Exported Preparations Should Be Tax 
Free,” but for the sake of convenience 
it might not be out of place to recall 
some of the arguments then used fa- 
voring the proposed amendment to the 
present law, especially as the drug 
trade, which is so vitally interested, 
has not given the matter as much 
practical support as its importance 
merits, or as those entrusted with leg- 
islative affairs pertaining to the Na- 
tional Association have a right to ex- 
pect. We would at the same time urge 
every reader of the Reporter who has 
any interest at stake, either directly 
or indirectly, to lend so far as possi- 
ble his energetic co-operation towards 
securing so desirable an end. 

The clause of section 29 of the tariff 
bill which has reference to drawback 
allowance on alcohol reads:— 





“That on the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United 
States in part from domestic alcohol on 
which an internal revenue tax has been 
paid there shall be allowed a drawback 
equal in amount to the tax paid on the 
alcohol so used: Provided, that no other 
than domestic tax-paid alcohol shall have 
been used in the manufacture or produc- 
tion of such articles. Such drawback 
shali be determined and paid under such 
rules and regulations as the Secretary of 





the Treasury shall prescribe: Provided, 
that no drawback shall be allowed unless 
notice in writing shall have been given 
to the collector of the port where the 
articles on account of which drawback is 
claimed are entered, on or before the date 
of entry, that such drawback shall be 
claimed, and an inspection is had of said 


articles, under such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall pre- 
scribe.”’ 


The above clause should appeal par- 
ticularly and directly to every manu- 
facturer who has goods containing al- 
cohol to sell abroad. Its adoption 
would place the American distilled 
spirits in equality with the foreign and 
allow of the free use of both for pur- 
poses of export without involving any 
material reduction in the present in- 
ternal revenues. As the law at present 
stands American manufacturers are 
handicapped when competing with 
other nations for foreign trade. Great 
Britain, Germany and France are un- 
hampered by revenue restrictions in 
the use of distilled spirits which may 
enter into the composition of. manu- 
factured goods for export, but Amer- 
icans, if they use domestic spirits for 
a like purpose, must pay an internal 
revenue tax of $1.10 per proof gallon 
without recourse for rebate. They may, 
however, use an imported alcohol pay- 
ing a customs duty of $2.25 per proof 
gallon and collect drawback allow- 
ances afterwards. Or they may export 
a domestic spirit and reimport it and 
on the reimportation claim the draw- 
back privileges, a very round about 
way of arriving at the same end. 


The only objection to the passage of 


the drawback clause quoted has been 
raised by Internal Revenue officials, 
who claim that the difficulties in arriv- 
ing at just conclusions as to the 
strength and quantity of spirit used in 
certain cases would be almost in- 
superable. It has been pointed out to 
them, however, by Mr. Mahlon N., 
Kline, chairman of the legislative 
committee of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, that no such 
trouble could arise in the case of me- 
dicinal and toilet preparations, as the 
amount of drawback allowance that a 
mantfacturer would be entitled”to on 
an export shipment could be deter- 
mined in the same way as the rebate 
on customs duty is now determinable 
in cases where imported spirits have 
been used. Mr. Kline’s forcible pres- 
entation of the case has led, 80 we are 
informed, to a change of opinion on the 
part of the officials and there is a fair 
chance now for the adoption of the de- 
sired clause, provided the members of 
the Association and other interested 
parties lend what aid they can to sup- 
port this effort.

UNPROMISING OUTLOOK FOR 
SPECULATORS IN COTTON- 
SEED OIL. 


It rarely happens in trading in cot- 
tonseed oil that the market assumes 
a more interesting phase than that 
presented by present circumstances. 
The speculative element, composed 
largely of men who have no use for the 
product, nor a thought for its con- 
sumption or general uses, beyond the 
possibilities of buying a contract for 
future delivery and selling the same at 
a profit. Once in a while it happens 
that a speculator cannot get rid of 
his obligation to take over and pay for 
a quantity of oil when the specified 
time arrives, and he finds himself “up 


against” the two alternatives, either 
he must take the goods and store 
them at his own expense for future 


sale or come to some amicable agree- 
ment with the seller, which neces- 
sarily means a loss more or less heavy 
in either case. But so long as the 
chance remains open to dispose of his 
holdings, the average speculator will 
hold out to the last ditch, or until 
his purse runs dry, and the interesting, 
yet somewhat pathetic spectacle is now 
presented of a lot of these lambs of 
the market being rounded up for 
a shearing. A number have already 
parted with their fleece and the re- 
mainder wait the final application of 
the clippers, which will do their work 
on or before Tuesday, June 29. To be 
more specific, there will be tendered 
for delivery on the date named, it is 
estimated, between 20,000 and 23,000 







barrels 08 oil, a goodly portion of which 


is now on the docks or yet to arrive. 


This oil has for the most part been 
purchased by speculators from refiners, 
and, as the local warehouses are said 
to be already crowded, the interesting 
question arises, “What are the buyers 
going to do with the goods which they 


so far have failed to sell and which 
they cannot use?’ 

Before the question can be satisfac- 
torily answered by its ultimate auto- 
matic solution, it is not to be wondered 
that the cottonseed oil market should 
droop from its very weight, and that 
in the rush to cover some rare bar- 
gains may be picked up. It will be 
instructive as well as interesting to 
note the trend of events which ulti- 
mately led to the present conditions. 

Last January the market to some 
energetic minds seemed ripe for a 
substantial speculative coup on the bull 
side. It had been supposed that the 
crude oil situation was weak, owing 
to the heavy cotton crop of the preced- 
ing season and the correspondingly 
heavy outturn of seed, the excellence 
of which necessitated an unusually 
small refining loss. The market sharps 
had figured that the farmers, overbur- 
dened with a heavy stock of seed, 
would be forced to let go under sell- 
ing pressure. But they reckoned with- 
out their host. The Southern farmer 
who had escaped the direful influences 
of the “panic,” happened to be well 
supplied with funds, and was in a posi- 
tion to carry his seed and to maintain 
its price, which he did to such good 
effect, that crude oil during January 
was forced up from 32 cents early in 
the month to 35 cents before the close. 
The position of lard, too, had a de- 
cided influence, as it always has, Grain 
had been high, and fodder proportion- 
ately dear, hence high priced hogs 
and a supposedly short supply of lard. 
The grain operators of the West were 
apparently in control, and prospects 
certainly did look bright for a rising 
market for cottonseed products. 

Something which, for want of a more 
accurate designation, might be called 
a “tentative pool” was formed, which, 
perhaps, if the actual truth were 
known, was composed of a group of 
strong financial men who chose a cer- 
tain leader with a local reputation and 
prepared to follow him. All told there 
was accumulated by the so-called 
“pool” about one hundred thousand 
barrels of oil, comprising various fu- 
ture options. The effect was to at once 
lend still further strength to an al- 
ready strong position, and the market 
began to rise surely and steadily as lot 
after lot was taken as offered. The 
situation was reflected in the movement 
of spot oil, which during January rose 
from 5.40 cents per pound to 5.73 cents 
under moderate trading for consuming 
account, 

The upward movement was contin- 
ued into February, when the market 
opened at 5.60@5.65 cents, but at this 
point something appeared to give way. 
The sudden death of the recognized 
bull leader late in the month led to 
considerable anxiety as to the disposi- 
tion of the holdings under his control, 
which were known to have been heavy. 
Nerve suddenly forsook the operators; 
they began first to hesitate and then 
to flounder, and instead of supporting 
the market they let it drift, with the 
result that, relieved of the ballast of 
artificial support, it began to sag. 
There was no sudden drop, as natural 
conditions lent some buoyancy, but by 
the end of the month spot oil had gone 
down to 5.38@5.40 cents. Crude, too, 
had weakened, and from 334%@34% had 
sold down to 32, but it reacted before 
the end to 324%@33 cents. The long 
operators were said to have consider- 
able March, and from the fear of liqui- 
dation after the demise of the leading 
operator, came a sudden desire to 
switch from March to May. This was 
the beginning of a long game of 
switching and gradual liquidation, 
which will culminate to-morrow, Tues- 
day, June 29. 

March was noted for a genuine laek 
of demand on the part of all consum- 
ing interests, both at home and abroad, 
and the burden of support was thrown, 
perforce, on the speculative element, 
which in itself had become thoreughly 
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frightened 
The month opened with spot oil at 5.50 
to 5.60 and closed at 5.33. The mills 
had accumulated quite a stock of crude 
in anticipation of a demand which had 
failed to materialize, and, as might be 
expected, this did not tend to mend 
matters. Crushers offered crude freely, 
first at 33% cents and later even as 
low as 31% cents, which, 
proved to be the low point of the year, 

The seemingly utter indifference of 
the consuming interests during March 
turned alarm for the long extended in- 
terest in May into absolute fear, and 
the switching process was resumed un- 
til the bulk of the May holdings was 
transferred to July. 

In April there was a spirited advance 
in lard, and, encouraged in this way, 
the leading refiners came to the sup- 
port of the market, enabling the opera- 
tors to mark prices up. Some orders, 
too, came in for Rotterdam account; 
but the flurry of business proved to be 
but temporary. In May the estimated 
stocks of oil were given as 800,000 bar- 
rels, but leading refining interests were 
thought to be behind the market and 
confidence was in a measure restored, 
with the result that spot oil, which 
early in the month had been quoted at 
5.63@5.68c., sold up to 5.85@5.90 before 
the first reaction finally brought it 
down to 5.75@5.84. The help extended 
to the market at this time, and its con- 
sequent recovery, Was attributed to the 
influence of high-priced lard and to 
the stronger position of crude, the sup- 
ply of which had become depleted at 
previously low ruling prices. 

The long interest in July was at this 
time estimated at 70,000 barrels, and, 
notwithstanding the better feeling in 
the market, the quantity out on con- 
tract grew uncomfortably heavy as the 
time gradually approached for delivery, 
and the operators who were long of 
the market and who, having purchased 
from refiners, were unable to play one 
speculator against another, again grew 
uneasy. The demand for exchanges to 
September or October, the last avail- 
able months, were so importunate as 
to run the premium for the switch up 
to 20 points and finally to 35 points— 
the prevailing terms at the time of 
writing, which represent a cost of $1.50 
per barrel. 

As the premium for a transfer from 
July to September would, under or- 
dinary circumstances, be quoted at 
from 8 to 10 points, the fact that 35 
points has been demanded and paid 
shows how serious are the present 
exigencies, and after all the switching 
under existing conditions is but a de- 
ferment of the evil day, with little or 
no hope that prospects will brighten in 
Those in control ap- 
sympathy for the

the mean time. 
parently have no 
speculators who have been caught se- 
verely long of the market and they 
make no secret of their intention to 
have their pound of flesh. 

There are some more optimistic than 
others who believe that if the July po- 
sition could be eliminated, the market 
would naturally swing to a higher level, 
but it must not be forgotten that there 
are some 23,000 barrels of July oil to be 
distributed almost immediately, and 
that consuming demand is particularly 
light. This in turn means that, while 
the obligations from a financial stand- 
point will have been completed, yet the 
supply of ready oil must weigh upon 
the market, so that while there may 
likely be a slight reaction consequent 
to the release of selling pressure, yet 
the statistical position must operate 
against any substantial advance. It re- 
mains to be seen also whether the 
weakness of the July position will sym- 
pathetically affect the later options. 
One thing is certain, there can be no 
switching beyond October’ without 
heavy loss, and unless a consuming de- 
mand suddenly and unexpectedly 
springs up to relieve the market of its 
surplus oil, it is difficult to see how any 
material improvement can reasonably 
be counted on before the opening of a 
new crop year.

About 75,000 gallons of crude oil went 
up in smoke last week at a fire in 
one of the stills of the Standard Oil 
Company at Constable Hook. The 
workmen were making an experiment 
With a new condenser when there was 
an explosion. The oil in the still ig- 
nited and for half an hour there was a 
fierce blaze from which heavy clouds 
of smoke arose, 


In Jamestown, N. Y., recently a fire, 
following an explosion of a cask of 
wood alcohol in the basement of F. 
E. Hatch’s drug store, caused a heavy 
loss to the stock of goods in the store. 
Floyd Halsall, an employe in the 
store, was in the basement at the time 
and in an effort to extinguish the 
blaze, which followed the explosion, 
was severely burned. 


Crude oil has been resorted to as the 
best method of ridding Delaware Park 
in Buffalo, N, Y., of mosquitoes. An 
old quarry pool near the park was 
one of the largest mosquito incubators 
in this section of the State until the 
Health Department stepped in recently 
and ordered that crude oil be spread on 
the surface of the pool. Since the first 
application of oil, the hordes of pests 
seem to have materially decreased. 


Several hearings have been held be- 
fore Richard M. Henry, referee in the 
final accounting of Charles G. Dobbs, 
as assignee of the Stallman & Fulton 
Co., and, contrary to the expectations 
of the Creditors’ Committee, a contest 
has developed on the question of the 
distribution of assets in the case of the 
collateral holders, according to the New 
York rule, The contestants have pre- 
sented a case which is now under ad- 
visement by the referee, and his deci- 
sion will be rendered on July 1. If the 
decision is against the contestants the 
reference will be closed and the distri- 
bution will probably proceed at an 
early date, but if the ruling favors the 
contestants litigation may be protract- 
ed indefinitely. 


Consul H. D. Van Sant, of Kingston, 
Canada, reports that the issuance of 
stamps to be attached to proprietary 
or patent medicines in the hands of 
dealers on April 1, 1909, and manufac- 
tured prior to that date, has been ex- 
tended till August 15, 1909. This order 
largely affects American patent-medi- 
cine manufacturers doing business in 
Canada, 

The German colonial authorities of 
the Cameroons, West Africa, are, it is 
reported, studying the development 
and utilization of the palm tree prod- 
ucts with the view of expanding their 
trade in that line. They are experi- 
menting with the various species of 
palm tree in an endeavor to discover 
the one which yields the largest 
amount of oil, and to cultivate that 
tree in plantation form.

The exports of chemicals from Ger- 
many during the first quarter of 1909 
were as follows (the unit of weight 
is 100 kilos., equals 220.4 Ibs., that of 
value is 1,000 marks, 1 mark equals 
$.238):—Alizarine and alzarine dyes, w.

It has been announced that a ‘‘dou- 
ble-header’’ game of baseball will be 
played at Gibbsboro, N. J., on Mon- 
day, July 5, between the crack teams 
of John Lucas & Co. and the Ameri- 
can Linseed Company. The first game 
will be called at 10 a, m, and the sec- 
ond game at 3 p. m. The two teams 
are from present appearances pretty 
evenly matched, and it is expected that 
a large crowd of baseball enthusiasts 
will be present to root for their re- 
spective teams. 


In transmitting a report on the oil 
fields of Saghalin, Consul Lester May- 
nard, of Vladivostock, writes that oil is 
found for a distance of 250 miles on 
the eastern coast of Saghalin, but it is 
yet to be proved whether or not this 
oil belt can be developed so as to be of 
commercial value. As the oil is found 
s0 near the seacoast it could readily 
be transported. It should therefore be 
an inviting field for development, and 
if all the rumors are to be believed, 
great activity in such development will 
be shown during the coming spring and 
summer. 


The American Linseed Baseball team 
played the Hopso Baseball Club, which 
is composed of New York Central Rail- 
road employes, at Van Cortland Park, 
on Saturday afternoon, June 19. Al- 
though the railroad men may be able 
to make fast time running trains up 
the Hudson River route, when it came 
to running around the bases the lin- 
seed men showed superior ability, no 
doubt because of their close associa- 
tion with oil, which served to lubricate 
their running gear. At any rate, the 
linseed men won out by the handsome 
score of 10 to 3, 


The C. O. Bartlett & Snow Co., of 
Cleveland, O., have issued their illus- 
trated catalogue No, 3, which is devoted 
to coal handling machinery. The com- 
pany makes a specialty of labor-saving 
machinery of the kind illustrated. The 
machinery comprises electric travelers 
with weighing devices, Greene self- 
dumping car hauls, coal tipples, screen 
rigs, car retarders, car hauls, coal con- 
veyors, skip hoists, coal crushers, coal 
driers, coal screens, coal hoists, car 
dump, coal storage bins, fueling light- 
ers, ash conveyors, ash elevators, re- 
tarding conveyors and automatic coal 
feeders. 


China has now a number of match 
factories of her own but imports con- 
siderably of foreign makes.

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The celebrated Euston case was de- 
cided June 10. On that date judgment 
for $133,241.15 was rendered to the 
American Trust and Savings Bank by a 
jury in the municipal court against 
Alexander Euston and his son, Edwin 
Euston, of St. Louis, formerly presi- 
dent and vice-president, respectively, 
of the Chicago Linoleum Company. 
The suit was brought by the bank as 
trustee of the bankrupt linoleum com- 
pany, asking for $250,000. It was 
claimed by the plaintiff that the Bus- 
tons had obtained this sum by wrong- 
fully appropriating to themselves 
moneys for back salaries and other 
sums while acting as directors of the 
linoleum company. 


A press dispatch from Halifax, N. &., 
under date of June 23, reads:—The seal- 
ing industry in the South Atlantic is 
unprofitable, and will soon become a 
thing of the past, according to Captain 
Le Blanc, of the sealing schooner Vil- 
lage Belle, who has just returned to 
this port from a ten months’ trip. This 
opinion is confirmed by Captain Rube 
Baleolm, another veteran Canadian 
seal hunter, who recently returned 
from a long voyage in the schooner 
Agnes G. Donahue. The reasons for 
the abandonment of the industry is 
that the trip is too long to make it 
profitable, and there are too many 
dangers from tempestuous weather and 
icebergs to permit of successful hunt- 
ing. The Village Belle made a fairly 
successful catch, getting 1,700 seals, 
valued at about $45,000.

Concerning Drawback on Alcohol 
for Export. 


OBSTACLES RAISED BY INTERNAL REV- 
ENUE DEPARTMENT—SENATE, HOW- 

EVER, IS NOT HOSTILE TO PROVI- 

SION BY THE HOUSE TO ALLOW 

FREE USE OF DISTILLED SPIRITS 

IN THE MANUFACTURE OF AR- 
TICLES FOR EXPORT—VIEWS 
OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE 

LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 
OF THE N. W. D. A. 
Washington, June 25, 1909. 

The delay on the part of the Senate 
Finance Committee in reporting. a draw- 
back section for incorporation in the 
pending tariff bill has created the im- 
pression in some quarters that the com- 
mittee is hostile to the House provisions 
and that practically all the features re- 
ported by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee will be rejected by the Senate in 
favor of the re-enactment of the text of 
section 30 of the Dingley act. This im- 
pression is quite erroneous, but it is only 
fair to state that obstacles have been 
encountered by the advocates in the Sen- 
ate of a more liberal drawback law, and 
while the situation now appears to be 
clearing up, very energetic work will be 
necessary to induce the Senate to adopt 
as liberal a provision as that agreed 
upon by the House. 

The feature of the proposed new draw- 
back law in which the readers of the Re- 
porter are especially interested relates to 
the withdrawal from bonded distillery 
warehouse of pure grain alcohol for use 
in the manufacture of goods for export 
with benefit of rebate of internal revenue 
tax under conditions practically identical 
with those under which pure spirits can 
now be withdrawn from custums bonded 
warehouse with benefit of drawback. The 
object of this provision is to facilitate 
the. production in this country of me- 
dicinal preparations, perfumery, etc., for 
export with the use of domestic alcohol 
in place of imported spirits. Certain man- 
ufacturers of alcoholic beverages, how- 
ever, have sought to secure similar priv- 
ileges, and during the last Congress 
caused to be introduced a bill covering 
whisky, brandy, cordials, ete. This fea- 
ture of the drawback proposition has been 
antagonized, by the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, and the whole movement for a more 
liberal law relating to the use of pure 
grain spirits has received a temporary 
setback. The bill in question covering 
the products of rectifiers was referred to 


the Acting Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue for an opinion and that official 
prepared the following adverse report 
thereon:— 

“Sir:—I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 17th inst., in- 





closing a communication received from Messrs 
of New York city; also a proposed 
bill, ‘To encourage the sale and exportation of 
articles of domestic manufacture,’ submitted 
by that firm, on which proposed measure you 
ask my opinion, 

“Section 1 of the bill provides for an allow- 
ance of drawback of tax on domestic ‘spirits, 
whisky, brandy and cordials’ when exported 
from the United States; and section 2 provides 
for a like allowance of drawback on domestic 
‘alcohol’ used in the manufacture of articles 
likewise exported, such drawback to be de- 
termined by the appraiser of customs at the 
port of exportation, and to be paid in the 
manner provided in the case of exportation of 
articles of domestic manufacture produced 
wholly or in part from imported duty-paid ma 
terials, 

“T have 
amendment, 
by Messrs 
as affording an 


carefully considered this proposed 
and also the arguments advanced 

in favor of its adoption, 
easier, more expeditious and 
less expensive method of exporting domestic 
spirits than provided under our present laws 
and regulations. 

‘“I'nder our internal-revenue laws (section 
3330, R.S.. as amended) distilled spirits may 
be exported in bond, free of tax, either in 
original packages, or when bottled in bond for 
export: and under the provision of section 
3329, R. S., as amended, distilled spirits on 
which the tax has been paid may be exported 


in the distiller’'s original casks or packages 
with benefit of drawback. Provision is also 
made in section 14, act of May 28, 1880 (21 
Stat. 145), for the transfer in bond, from in- 
ternal-revenue warehouses to customs bonded 
manufacturing warehouses of distilled spirits 


for use in the ‘manufacture of medicines, prep- 
arations, compositions, perfumeries, cosmetics, 
cordials and other liquors for export.’ 

‘“T'nder these various laws regulations have 
been issued, and from time to time have been 
modified, with the view of removing all un- 
necessary restrictions on the business of ex- 
porting spirits: and no expenses, in the way of 
charges or fees are incurred by the exporter 
in exporting his spirits either in bond or with 
benefit of drawback. The cost of establishing 
and maintaining a manufacturing warehouse, 
as in the case of distillery warehouses, f2l's, 
of course, on the proprietor: but such ware- 
houses, being in the custody of government 
officers, afford additional security against 
fraud. 

“Efforts have been made heretofore to have 
the law, providing for the allowance of draw- 
back, so amended as to apply to rectified and 
other distilled spirits exported in bottles, or 
packages other than the distiller’s origina! 
packages; but it appears that Congress has 
deemed such a change in the law inexpedient, 
and doubtless because of the fact that the 
spirits, unless retained in original stamped 
packages, lose their identity, not only as to 
the origin, but as having heen dnilv tax-naid 
The restrictions now placed on this class of 
spirits, exported with benefit of drawhack. alse 
seems necessary owing to the different rates of 
tax which may be imposed on distilled spirits 
from time to time. and the consequent diffi 
eulty which would be experienced in determin 
ing under which rate the tax was paid. This 


would be especially difficult, if not impossible, 
where spirits of different productions have been 
rectified or compounded by others previous to 
their use in the manufacture of articles for ex- 
port. A practical difficulty would also arise, 
in the case of manufactured articles, in de- 
termining the amount of drawback due, inas- 
much as the tax is to be computed, not only 
on the volume, but on the alcoholic strength 
of the spirits. In order to compute the amount 
due it would be necessary in such cases to de- 
termine the per cent, of absolute alcohol con- 
tained in the articles manufactured, and this 
would necessitate laboratory tests of each lot 
exported, as the proofing of the spirits, by the 
ordinary method, would be wholly impractic- 
able owing to the presence of other substances 
of a different specific gravity. 

“For the reasons here stated, 1 am unable 
to report favorably on this proposed method of 
allowing drawback on domestic distilled spirits. 

“I, however, find, on examination, that, 
while the existing rate of tax, imposed by 
section 48, act of August 28, 1894, on distilled 


spirits is $1.10 per proof gallon, the allow- 
ance of drawback provided by section _ 3329, 
R. §., as amended, is limited to ninety cents 
($0.90) per gailon, the rate in force at the 


time the amendatory act of May 28, 1880, was 
passed. In my opinion this section of the law 
should be amended so as to provide for an al- 
lowance of drawback at the same rate, per 
proof gallon, as is found to have been paid 
on the spirits exported.”’ 

Careful examination of the Acting Com- 
missioner’s letter shows that he has not 
considered at all the more important 
phase of the drawback question, namely, 
the use of pure grain spirits in the man- 
ufacture of products which cannot be em- 
ployed for beverage purposes. M. N. 
IXline, chairman of the Committee on 
Legislation of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, and Joseph H, Al- 
len, the well-known customs expert, have 
taken the matter up vigorously with the 


Treasury Department, and with the co- 
operation of Senator Penrose, of Penn- 
sylv nia, have made very substantial 


progress in inducing the Treasury officials 
to take a more liberal and enlightened 
view of the proposed legislation. 

It is probable that the drawback provi- 
sion will be reached next week and it is 
the hope of the advocates of a prac- 
ticable, up-to-date substitute for section 
30 of the Dingley act that a provision 
will be adopted at least as liberal as that 
embodied in the tariff bill as passed by 
the House, 


Views of the Chairman of the Legis- 
lative Committee of the 
N. W. D. A. 


Touching upon the reference to the 
free use of distilled spirits in the man- 
ufacture of medicinal and toilet prep- 
arations, etc., for export. Mahlon N. 
Kline, chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, wrote the following let- 
ter to the Reporter, which will speak for 
itself. It will be interesting to note that 
assurance has been given by the Acting 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue and 
the Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
that their objections would be with- 


drawn:— 
Philadelphia, June 22, 1909. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 
There has been some objection by the 


Treasury Department and the Internal 
Revenue Department to enacting that 
clause of the Payne tariff bill, section 
29. providing for the refund of the in- 


ternal revenue tax on alcohol entering 
into exports. The clause reads as fol- 
lows:— 

“That on the exportation of articles manu- 


factured or produced in the United States in 
part from domestic alcohol on which an internal 
revenue tax has been paid there shall be al- 
lowed a drawback equal in amount to the tax 
paid on the alcohol so used, provided that no 
other than domestic tax-paid alcohol shall 
have been used in the manufacture or produc- 
tion of such articles, Such drawback shall be 
determined and paid under such rules and reg- 
ulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall 
prescribe, provided that no drawback shall be 
allowed unless notice in writing shall have been 
given to the collector of the port where the 
articles on account of which drawback Is 
claimed are entered, on or before the date of 
entry, that such drawback will be claimed and 
an inspection is had of said arti:les, under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall prescribe.’’ 

I filed with the 
rartment, when in 
Wednesday last, the 
dum, and was assured 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue Wil- 
liams and Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Reynolds that. with the expla- 
nation T then made they ‘would withdraw 
their objections. 

This matter has not received the active 
support of the drug trade to the extent 
that the interests involved justify, and 
any further publicity you can give to it 
at this time will be apnreciated,

Internal Revenue De

Following is a conv of the memoran- 
dum filed by Mr, Kline with the De- 
partment:—

Washington, D. C., June 16, 1909. 
Honorable Robert Williams, Jr., 
Acting Commissioner, Internal Revenue, 
Treasury Department, Washington, D. C. 


My Dear Sir:—The people whom I represent 
are asking that that clause, being a portion 
of section 29 of the tariff bill. H. R. 1438, pro- 
viding for a drawback of internal revenue tax 
on domestic alcohol used in the manufacture 
of medicines exported from the United States, 
be embodied in the Senate bill. 

Under existing law this drawback is allowed 
on foreign duty-paid alcohol Snecial regula- 
tions have heen issued bv the Customs Divi- 
sion, specifvine the method hv which the 
amount of drawback due on the exportation 
of a snecific kind and quantity of articles con- 
taining foreign alechol may be ascertained, 
These special reevlations are certainly as ap- 
riicable to domestie tax-paid aleohol as to 
foreien dutyv-naid alcohol The only change 
necessary in the general regulations would be 
in the method of proving that the manufac- 
turer had purchased a given quantity of do- 
mestic aleohol and that the tax assessable 
thereon had been natd. 

The present method of proving that the man- 
ufacturer had purchased a given quantity of 
foreign alcohol, and that the duty assessable 
thereon had been paid, is by requiring him to 
file in the Custom House a sworn certificate 
technically known as a “Certificate of Deliv- 
erv’’ signed hv the imnorter. This certifi- 
esate amone other particulars, states the name 
of the vessel on which the alcohol was im- 
ported. date of arrival. and quantity of alcohol 
delivered to the manufacturer. If the manu- 
facturer exports the finished product from a 
port other than the port where the alcohol 
was imported, he must also file a certificate 


of importation signed by the collector of latter 
port. 

In the event that Congress should grant to 
distillers of domestic alcohol the same rights 
at present accorded to foreign distillers, the 
customs branch of the treasury would merely 
ask the Internal Revenue Bureau to certffy 
that the tax on a given quantity of domestic 
alcohol had been paid, and that their records 
showed that such alcohol had been purchased 
by the manufacturers claiming the drawback. 
The manufacturer could also be required to file 
a sworn certificate of delivery from the dis- 
tiller showing that this particular alcohol had 
been purchased by him. 

The fact that this has been in operation in 
the Customs Department for many years 
proves that it is no longer an experiment and 
that all the problems in administration have 
been solved. It seems to us self-evident that 
the danger of fraud on the revenue would be 
less with domestic alcohol paying a tax of 
$1.10 per proof gallon, than on the foreign 
alcohol paying a duty of $1.78 per proof gallon. 

Under present conditions the alcohol used by 
these manufacturers who have availed them- 
selves of this drawback provision comes from 
a foreign country, contributing nothing either 
to our farmers or our distillers. What we ask 
would, if granted, transfer that business to 
the United States in addition to which it 
would give our manufacturers of legitimate 
pharmacopeeial preparations an opportunity of 
competing with foreign manufacturers, espe- 
cially in the South American republics and 
other territory open to us, and thus develop 
immediately this industry. 

As this drawback has been allowed by Ger- 
many and France to their manufacturers for 
many years, and as above stated, the regula- 
tions have been in operation here for a number 
of years, it does seem to us that no insupera- 
ble difficulties can possibly present themselves 
against the granting of this very reasonable 
request and in behalf of manufacturers of 
medicine in this country I respectfully ask that 
the objections filed by your department with 
Senator Penrose in the letter addressed to 
Congressman Bennett under date of February 
20, and the later letter of March 21, be with- 
drawn.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 








Olive Oil. 


In the matter of the interests of Farring- 
ton & Whitney and the Italo-American 
Express Co.,the merchandise involved was 
olive oil in tins. On the authority of 
the decisions of the board and the courts 
the claims were sustained that the oil in 
question is dutiable at the rate of 40 
cents a gallon under paragraph 40, tariff 
act of 1897. The decision of the collector 
was modified accordingly. (G. A, 6469, T. 
D. 27681; U. S. v. LaManna, 154 Fed. Rep., 
927; T. D. 28186, 168 Fed. Rep., 1022; T. D. 
28865). 





Alizarin Assistant. 


In the matter of the protests of Otto 
Leo Strakosch and others, the merchan- 
dise was returned as alizarin assistant 
and assessed for duty at the rate of 30 
per cent. ad valorem under the provision 
in paragraph 32 of the tariff act of 1897 
for “‘alizarin assistant not specially pro- 
vided for."’ 

The decision of the board was as fol- 
lows:— 


‘‘We find in the protests a great number of 
claims apparently made at random and with- 
out any regard to whether the language of the 
paragraphs named have any possible applica- 
tion to merchandise of the character upon 
which we are called to pass. Even if such a 
practice is permissible under the statute, it is, 
we think, open to the severest kind of criti- 
cism. The only purpose of a protest, aside 
from preserving the right of protestant to a 
review by the Board of General Appraisers, is 
to direct the attention of the collector to an 
alleged erroneous assessment of duty, pointing 
out so clearly what the rate of duty should 
have been and the paragraph under which it 
should have been assessed, that the collector 
may, if he will, correct the alleged error; but 
in these cases we cannot see, so far as the 
collector is concerned, that the protest could 
have served any such purpose. 

“‘We have been led to examine all of the 
paragraphs mentioned by protestants for the 
reason that it is at once apparent that the 
collector's assessment of duty was erroneously 
made. The merchandise is not alizarin as- 
sistant and would not serve any of the pur- 
poses that alizarin assistant is used for. 

“The government seems to have been satis- 


fled with an attempt to show that the mer- 
chandise is similar to that which was the 
subject of G. A. 5850 (T. D. 25769), and the 
record shows that the government chemist 


has stated that they are practically the same; 
but the detailed analysis in said G. A. S&50 
shows that the principal constituent was not 
petroleum or mineral oil, but resin oil deriv- 
atives, or vegetable oll, while the analysis in 
the case at bar shows that the principal con- 


stituent (71.36 per cent.) is petroleum, 
‘Protestants confined their effort to estab- 
Mshing that the article in question was not 


alizarin assistant. while the government sought 
only to establish that the merchandise was 
similar to that which was the subject of G. A 
5850 (supra). 


“As our guide to determination which shall 


lead to a proper classification of merchandise 
must in every instance be the evidence pro- 
ducted, and there being nothing in the testl- 


mony offered on behalf of protestants to show 
under which of the many paragraphs named in 
the protests the merchandise should be classi- 
fied. or whether it should be held to be 
dutiable, at one of the rates claimed, or ad- 
mitted to free duty, we must hold that pro- 
testants have failed to sustain either of the 
claims made; and while we are satisfied that 
the collectors’ assessment is erroneous, pro- 
testants cannot succeed, for the reasons Iindi- 
eated.”’ 








Distilled Oil. 


In the matter of the protest by Stone 
& Downer Co., Boston, the merchandise 
was returned by the appraiser as distilled 
oll and assessed for duty at the rate of 
25 per cent. ad valorem under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 3, tariff act of 1897. 
Free entry was claimed under either par- 
agruph 568 or 626 or in the alternative 
at one-half of 1 cent per pound under 
paragraph 279 of said act. 

Careful consideration of the testimony 
of chemists and dealers in oils of the 


character in question, submitted in the 
case, led the board to tha@ conclusion 
that the oil involved was the object of 
the board's Abstract 6179 (T. D. 26312). 


In that case the assessment of duty by 
the collector at the rate of 25 ner cent. ad 
valorem was sustained, and for the rea- 
sons therein stated the board affirmed the 
action of the collector. The protests were 
consequently overruled in all particulars,

The week’s developments in the paint 
market present little of noteworthy in- 
terest, and trading conditions, on the 
whole, do not appear to have under- 
gone any material change. General 
business has been described as of fair- 
ly steady proportions, covering the 
usual seasonable requirements. Re- 
ports on pig lead reflected a less urgent 
demand, but the market remained firm, 
with quotations still below- the St. Louis 
parity. Trading in white lead was gen- 
erally satisfactory, the market com- 
manding widespread confidence. In 
red lead, litharge and orange mineral 
paint manufacturers were fairly regu- 
lar buyers, but inquiries from other 
quarters were rather light. A contin- 
ued heavy tonnage was reported in 
zincs, the movement being in excess of 
that at the corresponding period last 
year. Dry colors attracted little more 
than a jobbing interest and the market 
was without new feature. . Maderate 
sales of the miscellaneous items were 
reported, and apparently steady condi- 
tions characterized the general market, 
Varnish gums are in quiet demand, but 
with the exception of Manila, in a 
strong position, which may also be said 
to apply to China wood oil. 


Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Ete, 


PIG LEAD.—Reports in the leading 
quarters have indicated a less active 
market during the week, but appar- 
ently the same degree of firmness pre- 
vailed. The larger interests continue 
to name 4.35c. in car lots for immediate 
shipment, while in other sowrces 4.40c. 
seemed to be the best available basis. 
The position of the St. Louis market, 
which has been maintained at 4.35@ 
4.37%c., is suggested as warranting a 
proportionately higher level on spot. 
London has been reported steady at 
£13. 

WHITE LEAD.—The demand has 
been of well-sustained proportions 
within the interval, the active consum- 
ing season being fairly protracted in 
all quarters. That buyers, as a rule, 
maintain confidence in the future is 
evidenced by the keener incentive to 
negotiate for future requirements. We 
were adviséd of some inquiries in the 
local market over the balance of the 
year, but corroders, equally sanguine 
of the outlook, were not disposed to 
consider engagements much beyond 
ninety days. Quotations may be re- 
peated as follows:—Dry lead, in car- 
loads, 5%@5t4c.; smaller lots, 54@5%c.; 
lead ‘in oil, 6%@6%c., as to brand, for 
lots of 500 pounds and over, in pack- 
ages of 100 pounds and upward. In 
lots less than 500 pounds the usual ad- 
vance of %c. is charged. English lead 
in oil, 104%@10%c., as to quantity. 

RED LEAD.—There have been 
steady inqutries for the seasonable. re- 
quirements of paint manufacturers, but 
other buyers have manifested compara- 
tively little interest in operating for 
current or nearby account. Basic con- 
ditions have continued favorable for a 
well-sustained market, 64@7c. for do- 
mestic and 84@8%%c. for foreign, as to 
grade and quantity, prevailing. 

LITHARGE.—A good jobbing move- 
ment has characterized the interval, 
paint manufacturers being regular op- 
erators. The demand from other quar- 
ters was moderate at the best. Noth- 
ing of new interest has developed re- 
garding prices, the tendency being one 
of apparent stability at 54@6'%c. for 
domestic and 84@8'%c, for imported, as 
to grade and quantity. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—No particular 
activity has marked the period under 
review, but the aggregate of jobbing 
transactions is favorably commented 
upon in the leading quarters as meas- 
uring well up to the seasonable aver- 
age. We find no variation in ruling 
quotations, the following being main- 
tained:—8%@10c. for American, 12@13c. 
for German, 10@12c. for English, and 
12%@13c, for French, as to quantity, 
less the usual discount terms. 

ZINCS.—Withdrawals on contracts 
have continued heavy in the local mar- 
ket, and some difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in meeting some of the more 
urgent requirements.

Stocks of good gums are anything but 
heavy and importers are in no mood 
to make concessions, despite the ap- 
parent lack of interest on the part of 
varnish makers. Manilas are both 
quiet and weak. There is more gum 
in stock than can readily be disposed 
of, and in view of the quiet demand 
sellers are inclined to make conces- 
sions. Demand for all goods, kauri, 
Manila and damar, is of routine char- 
acter and small immediate require- 
ments. Kauri, however, is in a strong 
positon statistically and with improved 
interest on the part of buyers might 
easily advance over the current figures. 
At all events there is little danger of 
any decline. China wood oil is in good 
demand, which is, however, accentuated 
by the small supply available for 
prompt or nearby delivery.

COMMITTEE OF INDEPENDENT PRO 
DUCERS AND REFINERS PREPARES 
STRONG PLEA TO APPEAL TO 
CONFERENCE COMMITTEE-ADVO- 
CATES CF PROTECTION GAIN 
SUPPORTERS IN CONGRESS. 
Washington, June 25, 1909. 

The committee of independent oil pro- 
ducers and refiners, which has been en- 
waged in the campaign to secure reason- 
able protection for the industry in con- 
nection with the pending tariff bill, has 
prepared an exceedingly forceful state- 
ment intended especially to appeal to the 
Conference Committee, to which ‘the bill 
will be sent after its passage by the Sen- 
ute, and to those members of the House 
who permitted themselves to be stam- 
peded into voting to place petroleum and 
its products on the free list when the 
tariff bill was reported from the Ways 
and Means Committee. The delegation of 
independents had been in Washington but 
« Short time when the bill was called up 
in the House and had not had sufficient 
opportunity to impress Congress with the 
fact that the independents have become 
an important factor in the industry and 
have no affiliation, direct or indirect, with 
the Standard Oil Company, 

It is believed that many members ot 
ihe House voted against a duty on oil 
in the firm conviction that it was desired 
by the Standard Oil Company and that 
the so-called independents were merely 
stool pigeons put forward by the trust. 
The work which the Washington commit- 
tee has accomplished during the past two 
months has cleared up the situation in 
the House to a marked degree. Members 
have become personally acquainted with 
the delegation and from inquiry made at 
the Department of Justice, the Bureau 
of Corporations and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, have satisfied them- 
selves not only as to the independent 
character of those who are seeking a 
protective duly, but also as to the very 
considerable inroads upon the business of 
the Standard Oil Company which the in- 
dependent refiners have beem able to

The pipeage charge from Okla- 
homa to the Gulf is 54 cents per barrel, while 
the same charge on a barrel of Mexican crude 
from some of the best fields in that country is 
but 5 cents. Oklahoma oil is now selling at 
from 80 to 41 cents per barrel at the wells. 
Much of the Mexican crude is now being con- 
tracted for at 10 cents per barrel at the 
wells, Considering also the cheapness of Mex- 
ican labor, as compared with that of this coun- 
try, and the much smaller royalties paid by 
the producers there, and the further fact that 
the transportation charges from Mexico to 
New York harbor or other points on the At- 
lantic coast are the same as from Port Ar- 
thur, Texas, where Oklahoma crude reaches 
tidewater, it will be seen at once that the 
Oklahoma crude has absolutely no chance to 
compete with that of Mexico in the markets of 
this country. 

“The condition is even more disadvantageous 
from the Appalachian field, which _ includes 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania, New York and 
Ohio, on account of the fact that the wells in 
that district average less than one-half barrel 
per day, and the oil is produced, therefore, at 
the maximum cost, making the cost of this oil 
at seaboard $1.98 on the present market, as 
against 15 cents for Mexican oil. TI he trans- 
portation cost on Mexican crude to New York 
Harbor is 40 cents per barrel. The compara- 
tive prices in New York Harbor of the three 
crudes named is, therefore: Mexican, 55 cents; 
mid-continent, $1.35, and Pennsylvania, $1.98. 
Under these circumstances there can be no 
doubt that Mexican oil will take the place of 
oil produced in this country for the export 
trade to Europe, and it is also true that, with 
free list, the Mexican product will, 
to a very large extent, supplant the product 
of this country in the inland refineries of the 
Standard Oil Company which supply that com- 
pany’s percentage of the refined oil consumed 
at home. The Standard has direct pipe-line 
eonnections from New York Harbor to all of 
its refineries which are located east of the 
Missouri River, and these are practically, 
though not quite, all of the refineries that that 
has in this country. The inevitable 
the great of crude 
which will surely free trade in that 
commodity will be that thousands of inde- 
pendent producers in the United States will 
be compelled to go out of the business for the 
reason that they cannot possibly compete with 
Mexican oil, as the figures given above show. 
And, furthermore, the independent refiner who 
must depend on the independent producer for 
his crude will find himself unable to obtain his 
supply at a figure which will enable him to 
compete with the trust, with the latter using 
Mexican oil brought into this country free of 
duty, and he, too, will be forced out of busi- 
ness, The independent refiners all over the 
country have shown their great fear of this 
situation by memoralizing Congress to protect 
them by the imposition of a proper importation 
They who have grown to substantial pro- 
against the trust and who are fa- 
every phase of the industry are 
unanimously of the belief that free oil will 
mean their utter annihilation. And it must 
be remembered that the destruction of the in- 
dependent will have a much more far-reaching 
effect than merely that of their own bank- 
rutpey, for, with the death of effective com- 
petition in refined the trust will of course con- 
trol, and monopoly prices to the great body of 
consumers will prevail throughout the entire 
country. In this connection it must be re- 
membered that the only effective competition 
that is possible in the oil industry in this 
country is that which comes from wtihin our 
own borders. No foreign refiners have ever 
been able to come into our markets and es- 
tablish themselves. This is due to the fact 
that, with the exception of Russia, no foreign 
country has ever produced much more than 
enough to supply its own needs, and Russian 
oll is of so low grade and _ transportation 
charges so great that they are absolutely un- 
able to compete in the markets of this country, 
We must, therefore, look to the independents 
at home for our competition, look for no 
competition at all, 

“It has been assumed throughout this argu- 
ment that Mexican crude will not be available 
to the independent refiners of this country, 
and such is most surely the case. The oil- 
producing areas of Mexico are now practically 
all in the control of the larger interests. The 
Waters-Pierce Oil Company, Sir Weetman Pear- 
son & Son of England, E. H. Harriman and 
others whose affiliations are well known, have 
secured concessions from the Mexican govern- 
ment in blocks of millions of acres, and now 
practically dominate the entire fleld. The first 
two named were pioneers in the Mexican field 
and have expended large sums of money there. 
They have, of course, pursued the policy for 
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which they are well known, namely, that of 
taking everything in sight, and through that 
policy have secured a practical monopoly of 
the producing and prospective areas in Mexico. 
From this condition of facts no argument is 
necessary to establish the points that the trust 
will completely control the Mexican production 
to the entire exclusion of the independents. 
Already these large interests have four great 
refineries in Mexico, one of them recently con 
structed with a capacity of 10,000 barrels of 
refined per day, which is much more than the 
entire Republic of Mexico can consume This 
proves that they are already preparing to enter 
the export market Herein lies the vital fac 
tor which distinguishes the cil schedule sharply 
from all the other schedules oa the bill With 
the great interests already in control of the im 
portation of both crude and refined, as above 
explained, free trade can redound only to their 
benefit, and to the great detriment, not only 
of the American producers and refiners, but 
also to the entire consuming public—the latter 
by reason of high monopolistic prices follow- 
ing the destruction of independent competi- 
tion. 

‘‘Lest there should be any misapprehension 
as to the quality of Mexican oil and its ability 
to compete with the product of this country, 
we desire to state that while different grades 
of crude oil are produced in Mexico, varying 
in specific gravity from 16 to 42, the actual re- 
fining tests made in this country establish the 
fact that on an average the Mexican product 
refines fully as well as the average product of 
this country. A refining test recently made on 
some of the lower grades of Mexican crude 
shows that they contain 40 per cent, of dis- 
tillates or lighter oils. This alone, not includ- 
ing the test from the very high-grade oil found 
in Mexico, Shows that Mexican oil even of the 
lowest grade is an excellent refining proposi- 
tion, Samples of Mexican oil can be seen in 
the office of Dr, Day, United States Geological 
Survey, which test 42 degrees gravity, light 
in color and in all respects equal to the best 
Pennsylvania crude. In this connection the 
fact that there are already four large re 
fineries in Mexico which are refining and mar- 
keting the product of that country, and which 
have already shipped abroad two cargoes to 
the European markets, shows that Mexican oil 
can compete at least on a basis of quality with 
the oils of this country. 

‘“‘As to the entire independence of 
mittee and these whom it represents, there 
be no better evidence than the report of the 
Commissioner of Corporations showing that 
wherever the refineries which this committee 
represents market their oil the price is very 
much lower than at other points where there 
is no competition. Nothing but actual com- 
petition can effect prices, and none but actual 
competitors ever reduced prices in the struggle 
for business. Affiliated interests never com- 
pete. Moreover, the report of the Commissioner 
of Corporations tor the year 1907, which con 
veys the petroleum industry of the entire coun- 
try, sets forth specifically that bona fide inde- 
pendents, both in producing and refining, con- 
trol the proportion of the business which this 
committee ciaims at the beginning of this ar- 
gument, 

“‘As further evidence of the independence of 
this committee and the interests represented by 
it, we append hereto copies of letters received 
from Hon. Martin A. Knapp, chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and Miss 
Ida Tarbell, as to the independence and bona 
fides of whom there can be no question. Both 
of them have made the most careful investiga 
tions and are fully cognizant of the personnel. 
Much further proof of this point can be found 
in the investigations of the oil industry con- 
ducted by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion under the Tillman-Gillespie resolution of 
Congress, and also in the evidence adduced in 
the case of the United States against the 
Standard Oil Company for dissolution. 

“The above explanation of identity is made 
necessary by the unfortunate fact that oil and 
Standard oil are popularly supposed to be 
synonymous, and much injustice to the inde- 
pendents has already resulted from a disposi- 
tion to discredit them by classing them as 
secret emissaries of the trust. As to this point 
we court the most careful scrutiny, and are

willing to stand upon the fair judgment of any ;

‘The undersigned committee, representing the 
independent oil producers and refineries or the 
United States, and who were appointed by gen 
eral convention held in Washington, D. C., 
April 21, at which the interests of twelve of 
the principal oil-producing States were repre- 
sented, respectfully submit the above.

tors of the Standard Oil Company. I have mn 
reason to doubt that they are entirely inde- 
pendent and rival concerns. Nothing has come 
to my knowledge which would warrant a con- 
trary belief.

Dear Mr. Chamberlain:—Yours of the 20th 
instant just reached me and in reply I have to 
say that if the question as to whether the pe- 
troleum interests which you represent are tIn- 
dependent of the Standard arises at any time 
you are at liberty to call upon me, and I 
think I can satisfy any person that those in- 
terests are independent. From the time we 
commenced the suit in behalf of the govern- 
ment against the Standard Oil Company and 
its affiliated companies you and those con- 
nected with your office were of great help to 
us, not only in posting us as to the facts, 
but in assisting us in gathering the testimony 
and in presenting it to establish the facts, 
and if there is any one thing that I learned 
thoroughly during the progress of that lawsuit 
it was that you and the companies engaged in 
the petroleum business with which you were 
connected were wholly and completely inde- 
pendent of the Standard interests. And you 
were not afraid to have your hostility to those 
interests known to everybody, because what 
you did in assisting the government in its 
prosecution was done openly and fearlessly, 
and was greatly appreciated by the attorneys 
representing the government. 

It seems strange to me, knowing the facts as 
I do, that any one at all posted should ever 
raise the question as to the independence of 
the companies which you represent. However, 
I can readily understand that one not going 
through it as we did might not be so thor- 
oughly posted upon the situation as I am. I 
can well also understand how the real inde- 
pendent interests might be accused by honest 
men with affiliation with the Standard, he- 
cause, as you know, it developed upon the 
taking of testimony that the Standard at dif- 
ferent times run, managed and controlled com- 
panies which held themselves out to be inde- 
pendent; and in one case some of these bogus 
independent companies employed counsel to. ap- 
pear before the legislators of Georgia and rep 
resent that they were real independnt compa- 
nies and that the bill which they opposed was 
a bill in the interest of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, when, as a matter of fact, the Standard, 
and not the independent companies, was back 
of the opposition to the bill and paid the 
attorneys who appeared before the Legislature 
and opposed the bill. So that,,after all, it 
may not be strange that a real Independent 
company should be suspected of affiliation with 
the Standard.

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Schedules of Tariff Bill Considered 
by the Senate. 


AMENDMENT OFFERED BY

The consideration of the dutiable sched- 
ules and the free list of the pending 
tariff bill will probably have been com- 
pleted by the time. this issue of the 
Reporter reaches its readers. The pro- 
gram of the Senate leaders provides for 
the discussion, beginning immediately, of 
the amendment drafted by the Attorney 
General at the suggestion of President 
Taft imposing a tax on the net earnings 
of all corporations in excess of %,000 per 
annum, It is expected that this dis- 
cussion will occupy several days and that 
while it is in progress the Finance Com- 
mittee will be able to prepare the ad- 
ministrative features of the bill, some 
of the most important of which, includ- 
ing the drawback section, have not yet 
been framed. 

The debate on the 
corporate earnings will probably 
the greater part of next week, and as 
the discussion of the administrative fea- 
tures of the bill will require several 
days, it seems improbable that the final 
vote on the bill can be taken before July 
5 or 6, after which the measure will go 
to a conference committee, composed of 
eight or nine members of each house. 
No one undertakes to predict the length

of time: the bill will remain in con- 
ference. It is significant, however, that 
the leaders of both houses are in almost 


daily conference respecting the most im- 
portant provisions of the bill, and it is 
understood that many of the amendments 


to the measure that have been adopted 
by the Senate during the past fortnight 
have been agreed to by the Ways and 
Means leaders. This preliminary work 
will aid materially in harmonizing the 
differences between the two houses ana 
will naturally shorten the length of the 


conference. Chairman Aldrich, of the 
Finance Committee, is quoted as stating 
that the bill will not remain in confer- 
ence more than a week, while less opti- 
mistic Senators express the view that the 
adjustment of all points of difference in 
the pending bill will require a fortnight 
It would be unwise to count upon the 
taking effect of the measure before July 
20. although it is possible that it may 
go into force a few days prior to that 
date.

SALTPETER. 

The action of the Senate last week in 
striking refined saltpeter from the free 
list made it necessary to provide for 
that article in schedule A of the dutiable 
list and upon Senator Aldrich’s motion 
the Senate agreed to restore paragraph 
61 of the House bill as follows:— 

‘61. Nitrate of, or saltpeter, refined, 
half of one cent per pound.’’ 

PERFUMERY, COSMETICS, ETC. 

For some time the Finance Committee 
has been urged to amend paragraph 6 
of schedule A so as to provide for the 
assessment of duty on partly manufac- 
tured perfumery, cosmetics, etc., on the 
ground that the tariff on these articles 
has been evaded in the past and would 
be evaded in the future by their im- 
portation in a partly finished condition 
requiring but little subsequent manip- 
ulation to fit them for consumption. The 
Finance Committee finally agreed to .this 
proposition and the words “wholly or 
partly manufactured’’ were inserted so 
as to make the paragraph read as fol- 
lows:— 

“65. Perfumery, including cologne and other 
toilet waters, articles of perfumery, whether in 
sachets or otherwise, and all preparations used 
as applications to the hair, mouth, teeth or 
skin, such as cosmetics, dentrifices, including 
tooth soaps, pastes, including theatrical grease 
paints and pastes, pomades, powders and other

ARSENIC. 

Senator Aldrich called up for action 
paragraph 488 of the free list covering ar- 
senic and sulphide of arsenic, Or orpi- 
ment, which was passed over in former 
readings of the bill. The chairman of the 


Finance Committee stated that his col- 
leagues were very strongly of the idea 
that arsenic should be placed upon the 


free list, especially because of its exten- 
sive use by the farmers of the country as 
un insecticide in various forms. Senator 
Jones, of Washington, protested against 
the free entry of this article and stated 
that he would later present reasons why 
it should be granted % reasonable duty. 
Senator Tillman, of South Carolina, sup- 
ported the proposition to place arsenic on 
the free list and added that, in his opin- 
ion, London purple and Paris green 
should be specifically mentioned in the 
free list. Senator Aldrich replied that the 
Finance Committee would be glad to con- 
sider an amendment to that effect pre- 


pared by Senator Tillman and in the 
meantime the paragraph would go over 
for future consideration, 

ASBESTOS. 


The Senate then took up paragraph 491, 
which places asbestos on the free list, 
whereupon Senator Heyburn, of Idaho 
stated that the asbestos industry had 
reacned such proportions in the United 
States, and especially in Idaho, as to call 
for consideration at the hands of Con- 
gress. He therefore asked the Finance 
Committee to make a special investiga- 
tion before deciding that the product be 
olaced on the free list, which Senator 
Aldrich agreed to do, whereupon the item 
was passed over without further discus- 
sion. 

CHROMATE OF IRON. 


Upon motion of Senator Aldrich, the 
Senate agreed to paragraph 424 of the free 
list covering chromate of iron, or chromic 
ore. This item had been passed over pend- 
ing the consideration of the metal sched- 
ule, in which certain Senators desired to 
have this article inserted at a low rate 
of duty. It was finally decided that the 
arguments advanced would not justify 
the removal of this commodity from the 

ee list. 
eet COCAINE, ETC. 

On motion by Senator Aldrich, para- 
graph 39, relating to opium and its deriva- 
tives, was amended by the insertion of 
the words ‘‘cocaine, ectonine and all other 
salts and derivatives of the same,’’ mak- 
ing those articles dutiable at $1.50 per 
ounce; also by inserting the words ‘and 
eocoa leaves, 5 cents per pound,’’ The 
paragraph as amended reads as follows:— 

“29. Opium, crude or unmanufactured, and 
not adulterated, containing 9 per centum and 
ever of morphia, $1.50 per pound; opium of the 
same composition, dried, powdered or otherwise 
advanced beyond the condition of crude or 
unmanufactured, $2 per pound; morphia or 
morphine, sulphate of, and all alkaloids of 
opium, and salts and esters thereof, cocaine, 


ectonine and all other salts and derivatives of 
the same $1.50 per ounce, and cocoa leaves, 
5 cents per ounce; aqueous extract of opium, 
for medicinal uses, and tincture of, as lauda 
num, and other liquid preparations of opium, 
not specially provided for in this section, 40 
per centum ad valorem; opium containing less 
than 9 per centum of morphia, $6 per pound 
but preparations of opium deposited in bonded 
warehouses shall not be removed therefrom 
without payment of duties, and such duties 
shall not be refunded: Provided, That nothing 
herein contained shall be so construed as to 
repeal or in any manner impair or affect the 
provisions of an act entitled ‘‘An act to prohib- 
it the importation and use of opium for other 
ar esas purposes,’’ approved February 
9, 9. 


COLLODION, CELLULOID, ETC. 


Upon motion of Senator Aldrich the 
Senate increased the rate of duty on col- 
lodion or celluloid products in a finished 
or partiy finished condition from 65 cents 
per pound and 25 per centum ad valorem 
to 65 cents per pound and 35 per centum 
ad valorem. In explanation of this change 
Senator Lodge stated that the imports of 
these articles have increased from $240,000 
three years ago to $1,800,000 last year, the 
greater bulk coming from Japan, which, 
because of its monopoly of camphor, the 
basic material of these goods, is able to 
produce them at lower cost than any 
country in the world. Recently two great 
factories have been erected in Japan in 
which, according to official Japanese re- 
ports, the wages paid are from 20 to 30 
cents per day as against $3 paid in the 
same industry in the United States.

Importers Win Powdered Opium 


Suit Against the Government. 


Washington, June 25, 1909. 

The Treasury Department has brought 
to a conclusion the long pending con- 
troversy regarding the duty on powdered 
opium by acquiescing in the decision of 
the United States Circuit Court for the 
Southern district of New York, adverse 
to the government, recently handed down 
in the cases of the United States vs. Mc- 
Kesson & Robbins, and the United States 
vs. Merck & Co. 

The merchandise in question, consisting 
of powdered opium, was assessed for duty 
at tne rate of $1 per pound under para- 
graph 43 of the tariff act. The importers 
protested, however, claiming the mer- 
chandise to be properly dutiable at the 
rate of one-fourth of one cent per pound 
and ten per cent, ad valorem as a drug 
“advanced in value or condition by re- 
fining. grinding or other process,”’ under 
paragraph 20 of the act. This claim was 
finaily sustained by the court. 

The decision of the Circuit Court having 
been referred to the Attorney-General for 
review, that official has advised the de- 
partment that no grounds for further pro- 
ceedings exist and the collector at New 
York has therefore been directed to take 
the necessiary steps looking to the re- 
funding of the duties collected in excess 
upon the merchandise the subject of the 
suits,

Linseed Oil, 


Business during the past week has 
been quiet, at least so it has 
been reported by all except a few large 
crushers who in the aggregate claim a 
satisfactory volume of business for the 
time of year. The statistical position 
of the market naturally keeps growing 
stronger, with the advance of the sea- 
son, but notwithstanding the under- 
tone is somewhat weaker than it was 
a week ago. It is known that the seed 
market to all intents and purposes has 
been cleaned up and it is admitted that 
none of the crushers is carrying any 
great quantity of oil and also that 
manufacturing consumers and other 
buyers have no stocks worth speaking 
of either in store or on contract, and 
that it will be well into October before 
new crop oil can figure in the situation 
as affording any available supply; it 
is likewise conceded that even the 
quiet midsummer demands will make 
quite an inroad upon the present visi- 
ble supply, and yet notwithstanding 
all these bullish arguments, which 
cannot be gainsaid, values last week 
showed more disposition to ease off 
than to stiffen. In fact, while up to 
the beginning of the week oil had 
been firmly held at 60 cents 
for car lots, it was possible to secure 
reasonable quantities within the last 
few days at 59 cents for either prompt 
or comparatively nearby delivery. It is 
presumed that some of the crushers 
have begun to chafe under the pressure 
of light demand and are willing to 
make slight concessions to move their 
stock. It may also be presumed that 
no one wants to carry oil into next 
season’s crop, and while there does not 
seem to be much danger of this hap- 
pening to any material extent, the 
mills do not want to carry their stock 
too long lest in the effort to dispose of 
it towards the close of the present 
crop year they weaken the market on 
themselves. There are still predictions 
of 65 cent oil, but it is probable that 
the wish is father to the thought, and 
those who back this opinion demand 
odds. Meanwhile the market may be 
quoted to-day as firm at 59 cents for 
ear lots. Jobbing trade is quiet at cur- 
rent card prices of 60 and 61 cents for 
State and Western and city brands, re- 
spectively, in lots of 5 or more barrels.

Linseed Cake and Meal, 


There has been a better disposition 
on the part of buyers to trade during 
the past week and some distant future 
business has been done, but it has not 
been imovortant. Business could be 
done for nearby if the crushers could 
accept it. But supply is so short that 
spot and nearby trade is practically at 
a standstill. The movement into con- 
sumption on contract account has been 
fair. Prices are nominally unchanged 
at $32@32.50 per ton for prompt ship- 
ment. Meal continues quiet but firm at 
$33@34 per ton. 


Cottonseed Oil, 


The hands that had been behind the 
cotton oil performances previous to our 
last report were apparently withdrawn 
during the interval, and the market 
was left more or less to its own de- 
vices. The situation was exposed to a 
great deal of liquidation which led to 
frequent periods of heaviness and 
rather general recessions. The July 
position, whose uncertainty has been 
frequently commented on in this col- 
umn, was the center of activity. The 
plug dropped out of July’s supports 
early in the week and after a few be- 
wildered and vacillating fluctuations a 
smart decline occurred. The long in- 
terests in July appear to be in a diffi- 
cult position at the moment. Many 
holders who favored the long side last 
January and have been switching their 
account ever since have suffered mate- 
rial losses. Those who still hold July 
have the prospects in view of some 20,- 
00¢ barrels being delivered this week 
and a premium of 34 points switching 
charge for September. Many have 
paid the September price in a last ef- 
fort to make up their loss, but judg- 
ing from current expressions of some 
of the more conservative operators the 
ultimate outcome of September does 
not appear any more rosy than‘that of 
July. The entire market at present is 
without its most essential factor and 
that is a really active consuming de- 
mand. It is true that the lower prices 
have stimulated inquiries from the va- 
rious branches of consumption, but 
buyers are nervous, and prefer to op- 
erate only where "nécessity requires. 
The movement on existing contracts is 
reported of satisfactory proportions, 
and the compounders and other large 
consumers seem to be well covered at 
the moment. The current market ap- 
pears to be mostly a speculative one 
which has drifted into a rather inse- 
cure position. It is stated that the 
Gulimination of the July Jiquidation 
will likely be followed by a reaction in 
values, but unless the consuming de- 
mand develops sufficient proportions to 
relieve the extended long interest in 
September, there is likely to be a re- 
production of the current proceedings 
in July. Foreign inquiries have not in- 
creased materially. Some business is 
reported in the high grade oils in a

Although the London market reached 
a very high level during the week it 
reacted toward the close, with August- 
October shipments quoting at £31, 
against £30 9s. last week, an advance 
of 18s. during the interval. While the 
London market was rather active early 
in the week late cables recorded a dull 
tone, although it was stated that fur- 
ther declines were not looked for. 
Cochin, in sympathy with higher for- 
eign advices, was very firm, quoting at 
Tec, at the close. Trading locally dur- 
ing the week was very quiet, and the 
local contingent reported no large sales 
or inquiry. The palm oil market is 
slightly firmer, due, it is stated, to a 
better tone experienced abroad in the 
tallow market. The other oils were as 
a rule quiet and lacking in new feature, 

CEYLON.—On Monday the London 
market reached the very high level of 
£31 5s. for September-October  ship- 
ments. However, toward the close the 
market eased off, with shipments in the 
same position, quoting at £31. The 
market was then dull, but leading in- 
terests did not expect lower prices. 
Contrary to the higher prices prevailing 
in London the local market eased off 
slightly, with shipments for August- 
October quoting at 7.05c., against 7.15c. 
last week. Offerings of spot oil were 
reported during the interval at 7%c., 
but the local trade stated that no sales 
of large amounts were noted during the 
week. The demand is practically ab- 
sent, and soapmakers are apparently 
content to let the market move along 
quietly until some new development is 
noted. A local house has compiled the 
following figures, covering shipments 
of copra to all parts up to May 31:—

COCHIN.—Under pressure from high- 
er quotations abroad the local market 
was advanced again during the week, 
and is now quoted at 7.50c, for both spot 
and for <August-October shipments. 
The demand locally was almost entire- 
ly absent during the week, and a can- 
vass of the local trade could record no 
important sales for either spot oil or 
for shipments in any position. 

CORN OIL.—While no _ quotable 
change has been noted during the week 
the market was rather quiet, with but 
a limited export demand upon which 
the commodity has chiefly to depend, 
there being but a limited domestic 
demand. The competition with Soya 
bean oil abroad is now being apparent- 
ly seriously felt in this market. The 
export for the week amounted to 270 
barrels. Controlling interests were still 
quoting last week’s figure of 5@5.05c.

Western Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, June 23, 1909. 
Seed has firmed up a trifle on the cash 
article as compared wilh prices that were 
quoted at the close of the last week, but 
this does not necessarily mean that th 
trade takes a firmer view of the situatior 

On the contrary, there are some bears 
the trade who are ready to declare thi - 
the bulge is over, and that, while tl ; 
cash market may remain high, it will } 
only such a nominal affair as will hay 
little effect on the general conditions i1 
the trade. Cash seed came out a little 
more freely in the last few days, owing 
to the stronger prices, something which 
has not been seen in several weeks past. 
It seemed for a time that) no matter to 
what levels seed was advanced cash seed 
would not be offered. Of course, the en- 
tire amount of the cash product that has 
been thrown on the market recently 
would not make much of a ripple on 
the great ocean of trade that is noted 
during the season of highest activity in 
the seed market, but with offerings cut 
down to a few cars a day, as they have 
been recently, the mere fact that some 
speculators or holders ‘will let go of cash

seed has an interesting if not a note- 
worthy effect on the market. Minneap- 
olis receipts for the current week were 


cut to small totals—32 cars, against 209 
for the same week last year—though Du- 
luth receipts were 26 cars, or one car 
heavier than the total a year ago. Chi- 
cago had no seed, against 6 cars in 1908. 
The spread between cash seed and the 
new crop futures is very wide, wider than 
it ever has been in recent years at this 
time, and this has its significance. The 
real market is not in the cash seed, which 
has long ago been relegated to the con- 
dition where the price has little effect 
on the products of seed. It is the future 
market to which the trade is looking, it is 
to the future market that the buyers of 
seed products must turn to find out just 
where they will be when seed begins its 
annual movement to the great markets 
of the Northwest. And it is the crop, 
now in the process of the making in the 
Northwest, that will determine later just 
what the price ievels for seed will be. 
Therefore the student of the market must 
closely examine the prospects of the com- 
ing crop. While the crop year is not 
over, and has a little over another month 
still to run, for the purposes of the 
trade it is really time to write ‘‘finis’”’ 
to the crop of 1908-199, and to begin to 
ascertain what the acreage and the pos- 
sible yield will be on the new crop—it 
still being too early to say what the prob- 
able vield will be. 

Everything is favorable toa larger crop 
of seed the coming crop year than there 
was last year. This statement is based 
on two already certain facts. One is that 
the acreage will be larger, and the other 
is that ideal weather conditions have ob- 
tained in the Northwest recently, making 
it seem likely that there will be a larger 
percentage of yield to the acre than 
there was last year. How much greater 
the acreage will be is a matter of much 
conjecture. There are those in the trade 
who keep their ear pretty close to the 
ground, who hold to the belief that the 
increase in the acreage will be from 10 
to 15 per cent. Breakage in new soil 
is partly responsible for this, and then 
there must also be taken into considera- 
tion the fact that prices have been so 
high that many farmers have decided to 
take a chance with seed. Some farmers 





were not able to get in all the wheat 
that they would have liked, and those 
who found themselves late are believed 
to have turned to the next best thing 
flaxseed. All this snells a larger acre- 


age. Whether or not weather conditions 
will obtain to the end of the growing crop 


such as will mature the plant and pro- 
duce more seed, of course remains a 
question to be answered only in the fu- 


ture. Undoubtedly the Canadian North- 
west will raise more seed than it did last 
year. Millions of acres of virgin soil 
the best for flax, are still to be opened 
up in that country, and many acres have 
been broken for the first time this year. 
The Dominion farmer—who is largely 
American, if we can believe the reports 
of the immigration to that country with- 
in the last few years—has been ‘watch- 
ing closely the trend of prices for all 
grains. He has seen flaxseed far out of 
line with other products, at an extreme- 
ly high level. He has seen the ability 
of those who raised seed last vear to 
get across the American line, even with 
the duty of 25 cents, and make a profit, 
and it would be surprising if he did 


not take advantage of this condition. Of 
course, it does not follow that prices 
will be as high again another year, but 
with the increased crushing facilities in 
this country the chances for the Canadian 
finding a market here is not to be over- 
looked. When Argentine seed can be laid 
down in the East, there is no reason 
why Canadian seed, raised almost at the 
door of the great markets of the North- 
west, cannot be imported.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 





Saturday Noon, June 26, 1909. 

Of principal interest in the week’s 
petroleum review is the announcement 
of a further decline in crude prices at 
the wells, effective Friday morning, All 
of the grades of the Eastern fields were 
effected by the change, Pennsylvania, 
Lima, Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky. 
The Pennsylvania, Lima and Kentucky 
grades were lower by 5c., the Indiana 
and the Illinois products by 3c. Cur- 
rent quotations are $1.63 for the higher 
grades of Pennsylvania, 89c. for North 
Lima, 84c. for South Lima and the 
higher grade of Indiana, 65c. for Prince- 
ton, Ind., 75c. for Somerset and 55c. for 
Ragland, Ky., 65c. for the lighter and 
57c. for the heavier gravity of Illinois. 
Canada oil is also quoted at a 5c, de- 
cline to $1.25. This makes the third 
reduction in the Pennsylvania and 
Lima grades and the fourth in Ken- 
tucky crude this year. The Illinois 
products had previously escaped the 
weakening tendency. Mid-continent oil 
remains sustained at prices which have 
prevailed during recent months. In ex- 
planation of the late declines the same 
conditions, noted in connection with 
the previous cuts, are mentioned, name- 
ly, the increasing congestion of crude 
stocks in the Illinois and mid-continent 
fields and the limitation upon the con- 
sumption both for home and export ac- 
count. 

Development work has been more 
keenly prosecuted throughout the East- 
ern fields, comprising West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky 
and Illinois, during the week, and the 
totals of completions and new produc- 
tion for the period establish a record 
for several years. A comparison of the 
results for the current week with those 
of the former week shows an increase 
of 83 completions, and of 4,726 barrels 


of new production, while the duster 
list was augmented by 24. Illinois 
and Southeastern Ohio contributed 
chiefly to the favorable returns of 


In the latter 
formation of 
continued the center 
of attraction and recent completions 
have brought the production of the 
pool slightly in excess of the 2,000 bar- 
rel mark, the realization of which 
was confidently awaited at this 
time. Shooting was_ resorted to 
in order to sustain the yield of 
the larger producers, and they re- 
sponded in an effective manner. The 
first duster among the tests to deter- 
mine the possibilities of an extension to 
the producing area has been reported, 
but the result did not seem to abate 
the eagerness of other experimental 
operations in the neighborhood. Later

section the Steubenville 
Jefferson county 


advices from this district indicated a 
slight decline in the capacity of the 
wells to 1,900 barrels. Washington 
county in the same section was the 
scene of unusual activity, 21 wells 
having been finished during the week, 
but of this number nine were in the 
duster list and the new production of 
the successful completions was but 


130 barrels a day. In the Clinton sand 
formation of Perry and Fairfield coun- 
ties operations are being rushed with 
unabated vigor, but the week’s resulls 


have not been of particular interest. 
There are thirteen wells which now 
have a production of 50 barrels each 


or more in the deep sand development 
of these counties, and their aggregate 
capacity is reported as 850 barrels a 
day. Among the West Virginia oper- 
ations of the week first consideration 
is due to those in the Battelle district 
of Monongalia county, where two wells 
were brought in, credited with an ag- 
gregate capacity of 700 barrels a day 
at the start. The wells in this section 
are described as unusually erratic, fre- 
quently showing a marked decline soon 
after the pay sand is reached, and 
this is expected to be the experience 
of the two late producers. Ritchie 
county in the same State maintained 
a favorable record, both of the week's 
completions tinding oil to the com- 
bined extent of 250 barrels daily. Lin- 
ecoln county operations continue active, 
and the returns of the week are fairly 


encouraging—seven oil wells, with a 
total daily production of 175 barrels 
and three gas wells. The eight pro- 


ducers recently completed in the fifty- 
foot formation near Shinnston, Har- 
rison county, are maintaining a credit- 
able output, 520 barrels a day, accord- 
ing to a recent gauge, but efforts to 
extend the limits of this pool have 
met with repeated failure. In the 
Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio and 
Indiana, the best result of the week 
was a 150-barrel well in Ottawa coun- 
ty in the Ohio end, a development 
that was scarcely looked for in that 
location. In the Indiana section the 
Oakland City district is the most ac- 
tive, and one of the completions was 
reported good for 125 barrels a day. 
A feature of Kentucky operations dur- 
ing the interval was the successful 
exploitation of a new field in the east- 
ern belt in Lawrence county. The pay 
formation was reached at 1,750 feet, 
marking the deepest oil well yet drilled 
in the State, and the indications were 
for a 20-barrel producer. The sand 
was said to be identical with the Berea 
grit of the West Virginia fields. <A 
wildeat strike in Wayne county was 
reported good for 50 barrels a day. 
Illinois advices note unusual activity 
throughout the State, completions for 
the week being nearly double those

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of the former period, with a propor- 
tional gain in new production. Craw- 
ford and Lawrence counties contribut- 
ed about five-sixths of the completions 
and about eight-ninths of the new pro- 
duction. Ventures in advance of the 
more established sections offer little 
encouragement for the prospecting of 
new fields. In the older districts op- 
erators have found a keener incentive 
in the development of the formations 
below the present producing sands and 
in several instances gratifying results 
have been encountered at the greater 
depth. Our California correspondent 
writes of an increasing accumulation 
of crude stocks, from which no relief 
is awaited until the completion of 
the two proposed pipe line systems 
to the coast. The tendency of the 
crude market is considered favorable 
for an advance rather than a decline. 
Attempts to curtail production have 
so far been unavailing. 





Refined and Products. 


"whe first change in the export sched- 
ule of refined this year was announced 
on Friday, being a decline of ten points 
and establishing barrels at 8.40c. for 
standard white and 9.90c. for water 
white, bulk at 4.90@6.40c. and cases at 
10.80@12.30c., respectively, New York 
loading, Philadelphia quotations being 
5 points lower for all varieties. The re- 
duction was associated with the weak- 
ening tendency of crude, as well as with 
the restricted outlet of refined at this 
season and the unfavorable influence of 
the foreign markets, The export move- 
ment in refined from the local port dur- 
ing the week was materially below that 
of the former period, 8,493,870, against 
16,927,500 gallons, but the latter quan- 
tity was well beyond the weekly aver- 
age so far this year. Domestic trad- 
ing has been of moderate proportions, 
incident to the season, but the market 
remains on a nominally steady basis. 

The same activity has characterized 
the market for the products for motor 
consumption, as we have had occasion 
to note in recent reports. This out- 
let keeps supplies within well controlled 
limits and influences a sustaining tend- 
ency to values. Clearances of naphtha 
from the local port during the week 
totaled 707,800 gallons, against 1,409,990 
gallons previously reported. 

Three tank steamers and one char- 
tered steamer cleared from New York 
during the past week with refined pe- 
troleum in bulk. They were:—The 
Dutch steamer Rotterdam for Rotter- 
dam, with 1,800,000 gallons refined; the 
British steamer Saranac for Dublin, 
with 2,050,000 gallons refined; the Dutch 





steamer American for Antwerp, with 
1,550,000 gallons refined, and the British 
‘ Auckland, 


steamer Bannockburn for 
Wellington, Lyttleton and Dunedin, 
with 121,337 cases refined and 57,120 
cases of naphtha. 

Advices on the Russian market record 
a firmer tendency in crude and resid- 
uals, as well as a _ recovery in re- 
fined after a recent decline. Inquiries, 
however, are reported light both for 
export and home consumption. Our 
Roumanian correspondent writes of a 
continued firm market for crude despite 
the gradually increasing production, 
which during April registered 107,966 
tons, constituting a record for the pe- 
riod. Strong competition prevails for 
all the Roumanian products and with 
the output of residues on the gain ef- 
forts are being made to extend the use 
of fuel oil in Roumania at the expense 
of coal, so as to overcome in a meas- 
ure the effect of intense competition of 
Texas fuel and gas oils on the foreign 
markets. Advices from Galicia report 
the completion of the negotiations be- 
tween the leading American company 
and the association controlling about 
80 per cent. of the Galician production, 
whereby the former will enjoy 75 per 
cent. of the Austrian home trade in the 
products. The London and Liverpool 
markets are reported steady at un- 
changed quotations, with a fair volume 
of business current. Slight improve- 
ment in the sales on the Indian mar- 
kets is noted and values are steadily 
maintained. No variation in prices pre- 
vailing at Shanghai and Yokohama is 


recorded. 





Mineral Oils. 


The market reflects more of the usual 
effect of the season, and dealers find 
little encouragement for a brighter out- 
look over the next month or two, The 
production is being curtailed to meet 
the restricted outlook, and under this 
influence the prospects are believed to 
favor a maintenance of values. 


Parafiine Wax. 


Weather conditions have not been 
especially favorable for active trading 
in this commodity and the market has 
varied little from the routine during 
the interim. Receipts of foreign wax 
have been of larger’ proportions, 
amounting to 1,040 bags from Glasgow, 
265 bags from Rotterdam and 240 bags 
from Liverpool. Clearances from the 
local port during the week totaled 
2,058,904 pounds, against 2,406,704 pounds 
for the former week. Values remain 
apparently steady for crude and re- 


fined.

Eastern Petroleum Fields Active, 

Montpelier, Ind., June 23, 1909. 

review of development work in 
petroleum fields east of the 
Mississippi River, comprising Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Lllinois, West Virginia and Penn- 
sylvania for the last week shows the greatest 
number of completed wells for any one week 
for several years. The summer season brought 


A general 
the high grade 


about the long expected activity, and there 
is no question that there will be great ac- 
tivity from now on until the winter season 
comes on, The greatest increase in work is 
in Lllinois and Southeastern Ohio. 

The most interesting portion of the high- 
grade fields is in Illinois, where the very best 
of results are being obtained by the drill, es- 
pecially in the older districts of the State, 


while in the outlying or wildcat districts there 
are nothing worth while being brought in. 
Southeastern Ohio, in the Jefferson county end 
of the field, good wells have been found with 
regularity, and the daily production now 
reaches a point close to 2,000 barrels. This 
field has reached proportions not equalled in 
any other part of the more Eastern sections of 
the fields, 

Indiana.—Nothing of any feature was found 
in the Indiana field during the week, with 
the exception of a 125-barrel producer in the 
new fields near Oakland City, in the South- 
western section of the State, and what is 
supposed to be a spur from the big Llinois 
field, In the old, original pools nothing of any 
consequence is being found, and there is no 
activity in new work, and not likely to be 
as long as better wells are found in other 
fields where there is plenty of gas to furnish 
fuel. 

Northwestern Ohio.—Northwestern Ohio is 
about as active as it has been for the last 
couple of months, and the work is mostly lo- 
cated within defined territory, and wildcatting 
is not thought of among the operators, 


Kentucky.—The development work in the 
Kentucky field is still confined to Wayne and 
Wolfe counties, and outside of these two 


countries only one well is drilling, and that is 
southwest of Louisville, in Meade county. 

Illinois.—The real active area in the high- 
grade fields covers several counties in Illinois, 
where the drill is being pushed as rapidly as 
possible. The results last week are something 
most phenomenal, being one of the largest 
weeks in the history of development work in 
the field. 

Southeastern Ohio.—The Southeastern Ohio 
fleld is the Mecca of the entire eastern di- 
vision, due to the completion of some extraor- 
dinary producing wells in Jefferson county, as 
well as in Fairfield county. There is more 
excitement in the Steubenville field, in Jeffer- 
other section of the 


son county, than in any 
field. This field in the southeastern section 
of the State is now furnishing more comple- 


tions than any section of the Eastern division, 
and the wells now nearing the pay sand wil) 
keep the field in sight for a long period. The 
wells now nearing the proper depth will have 
an important bearing on the possibilities of 
extending the prolific pools, One important 
strike of the week was a 12,500,000 cubic foot 
gas well that was drilled by Nicholls & Co. 
on the Tarr farm, about a mile south of the 
town of Brilliant, in Jefferson county. This 
is by far the best gas well struck in that 
county since oil and gas were first found. The 
three wells on the Wigginton Bros.’ property, 
in the Steubenville fleld, have a combined daily 
production of better than 800 barrels. The two 
wells on the McCaulsin farm show a production 
better than 500 barrels a day, the five wells 
on the two farms having an output close to 
1,400 barrels a day. The two wells on the 
Hutterly farm are producing nearly 400 bar- 
rels a day. More money has been paid out 
for leases in the Jefferson county field of late 


than in any other section of the local fields. 
A_ bonus of $40,000 was offered Bates and 
others for their lease of 17 acres, which they 
refused to accept, and have drilled in three 
gushers, or rather two of them have been 
drilled in with a production of 250 and 125 
barrels, respectively. The drilling of a 


well in Jefferson county is light in expense, 
in comparison with those in the Clinton lime 
formation, in Fairfield county. Columbiana 
county, one of the sensational spots, failed 
during the week to attract much attention, ow- 
aoe to the smallness of the producers brought 

n. 

In the deep sand territory there is a town 
lot boom on at Junction City, in Perry county, 
and very fair results are awarded by the 
downward trend of the drill. Washington 
county finished more wells during the week 
than for any week for over a _ year, being 
credited with twenty-one, of which nine were 
dry, and the others having a production of only 
130 barrels, showing the wells to be smail 
and stripper style. 

West Virginia.—Monongalia county, in West 
Virginia, has made history during the week, 
and comes to light after a long period with 
two big gushers. The best of these wells was 
drilled by the Carnegie Natural Gas Company 
in the third well on the Hartley tract, in the 
Battelle district, and which produced at the 
rate of thirty barrels an hour. This oil was 
found in the fourth sand pay. This field as far 
as the drill has gone shows very erratic. It is 
now and then that a good well is found, and 
then follows a number of light pumpers or dry 
holes. Owing to the heavy cost of operating 
it takes a long time for the wells in Monon- 














galia county to pay out, but following the big 
gusher is another that is said to have pro- 
duced close to 300 barrels. The Shinnstown 
pool, in Harrison county, which stirred up the 
trade some time ago, while not entirely off the 
map might nearly as well be so far as finding 
any extensions are concerned. This productive 
pool has only about 500 barrels a day pro- 
duction, compared to four times that a short 
while ago, and the wells are declining rapidly. 
An earnest search is being made for new pro- 
ducing territory in all sections of the territory 
surrounding the West Virginia pools. Looking 
for extensions to the old fields and trying out 
territory remote from production is very much 
a feature in the State at this time, Chances 
are very favorable for Jackson county, as the 
tests put down in this county have shown 
very good indications, and good gas wells being 
found in Putnam county signifies that oil is 
close by. The famous Lincoln county fleld has 
been pretty well defined, and from now on 
the bulk of the work will be confined to what 
is considered inside territory. Many of the 
leases have been pretty well drilled over, and 
200 more wells will about complete the extent 
of the field. This county for the week had 
ten wells, three gas and qa production from the 
new producing wells of 175 barrels. Ritchie 
county did a little better, having a production 
of 250 barrels from two wells. 

Pennsylvania.—The Pennsylvania fields are 
now very quiet. Nearly all the work is in some 
of the old districts and of no material in- 
terest to the trade in general. Venango, Clarion 
and Beaver counties are completing more wells 
than any of the others.

New Company to Develop Mexican 
Petroleum Resources. 


City of Mexico, Mexico, June 19, 1909. 

It is planned by the Compania Mexicana de 
Petroleo ¢€l Aguila, which was recently or- 
ganized here, with a capital stock of $25,000,- 
000 Mexican money, to make Mexico the 
greatest oil-producine ccuntry in the world. 
According to experts who have been investigat- 
ing the oil indications in different parts of the 
country, the underground store of the product 
is fabulous beyond all calculation, and all that 
is necessary to place Mexico in the front rank 
as an oil-producing country !s the proper ex- 
ploitation of the territory where the product is 
known to exist. This is what the new com- 


pany is arranging to do. While the company 
has a nominal capital of $25,000,000 Mexican 


money, the interests back of it have at their 
command several hundred more millions of dol- 
lars. All of the stockholders in the company 
are multi-millionaires. The Terrazas interests, 
which are represented upon the Board of Di- 
rectors by Governor Enrique C. Creel, of the 
State of Chihuahua, control wealth estimated 
at upward of $200,000,000. Guillermo Landa y 
Escandon, Governor of the Federal District, 
who is president of the new company, has a 
fortune of several millions of dollars. The 
same is true of Pablo Macedo and Fernando 
Pimentel, who are both members of the Board 
of Directors. Colonel Porfirio Diaz, Jr., who is 
a director, is son of President Diaz. 

This company has taken over all of the oil 
land, refinery and pipe line holdings of 8. 
Pearson & Son, Ltd. The latter retain a con- 
siderable interest, however, and are repre- 
sented upon the Board of Directors by John B. 
Body. The lands embraced in this transaction 
aggregate more than 3,000,000 acres, and upon 
sone of the tracts extensive oil development 
has already been done, This is particularly 
true as to the lands which are situated in the 
States of Vera Cruz, Chiapas and Tabasco. 
The refinery and about 400,000 acres of oil land 
in the Minitatlan district, Isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec, including a system of pipe lines, are 
among the more valuable of the holdings whfch 
have passed into the hands of the new com- 
pany. In the State of Tabasco several tracts 
of oil land, embracing about 600,000 acres, and 
upon which there are a number of producing 
oil wells, are involved in the big transaction. 
The fifty-mile railroad and pipe line, which are 
about completed between Furbero and the Gulf 
port of Tuxpam, are also included in the pur- 
chase. 

The fact that Governor Creel is largely in- 
terested in this company leads to the belief 
that the lands owned by his father-in-law, Gen- 
eral Luis Terrazas, in the State of Chihuahua, 
aggregating about 15,000,000 acres, are to be 
extensively exploited for ofl. Some work has 
aiready been done in this direction, and a 
good grade of light crude oil obtained in the 
wells that have already been put down. 

The vcorapany will enlarge the refinery at 
Minitatlan and will erect two additional re- 
fining plants, One of these will be situated at 
Tampico and the other either in this eity or 
Vera Cruz. It is currently reported in this con- 
nection that negotiations are pending for the 
purchase by the new company of the oil tfn- 
terests of the Mexican Petroleum Company, sit- 
uated at Ebano, near Tampico. The latter con- 
cerr is composed of Americans. Its of] land 
holdings aggregate about 450,000 acres, upon 
which there are many producing wells, some of 
which have a flow of more than 10,000 barrels 
daily. It operates a small refinery at Ebano, 
but most of the oil output of its wells is sold 
to the Mexican Central Railroad and to the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Company.

Galician Petroleum Report. 


It is stated that the negotiations which have 
been proceeding for such a long time between 
the Standard Oil Company of New York and 
the Galician Petroleum Association have at last 
been brought to a satisfactory conclusion, and 
that the agreement was signed in Hamburg a 
few days ago. 

According to report the Galician Petroleum 
Association—which controls 80 per cent. of the 
production of Galicia—approached the Standard 
as a last resource, not possessing capital to 
carry out the necessary work. They had pre- 
viously approached various Austrian banks, but 
the latter were not disposed to invest more 
money in petroleum just at present. They, 
therefore, made a proposal to the Standard by 
which the latter should construct tankage up 
to 1,000,000 tons’ capacity, which should be 
rented to the association, and that the asso- 
ciation should turn over to the Standard for 
sale the products from the refinery now in 
construction at Drohobycz. 

The Standard has reserved the right to mar- 
ket the products taken over either in Austria 

-or to export same, and from the fact that the 

negotiations have taken place in Hamburg it 
would appear that it is their intention to 
place them on the German market. The rep- 
resentatives of the Austrian government on the 
board of the petroleum association vigorously 
protested against the negotiations with the 
Standard on the ground that an agreement 
with that company would be perilous to Gali- 
cian interests, but their protest seems to have 
been in vain. 

The Galician Petroleum Association was 
created to overcome the crisis which was the 
result of the sudden increase in production, 
They had already obtained from the govern- 
ment and several banks advances for the 
construction of reservoirs, but this amount had 
proved insufficient. The Standard possesses 
in Austria two refineries with a capacity of 
from 50,000 to 60,000 tons. If therefore the 
agreement between the Standard and the pe- 
troleum association has been closed, the former 
would be able to control 75 per cent. of the 
Austrian home trade, i. e., 70,000 to 80,000 tons 
produced by the Drohobycz refinery before 
mentioned and 60,000 to 60,000 tons from their 
own refineries, or a total of 120,000 to 140,000 
tons. bk. am

Parties who were interested in the for- 
mation of the United States Agricultural 
Corporation, which was abandoned short- 
ly after J. P. Morgan & Co. announced 


their withdrawal from it, have incor- 
porated a new concern, to be known as 
the International Agricultural Corpora- 


tion, with a capital of $15,000,000. The 
papers were filed during the latter part 
of the week at Albany. 

While the new corporation will have 
no connection with either the old Inde- 
pendent Fertilizer Company or _ the 
United States Agricultural Corporation, 
the leading interests of these two con- 
cerns will be identified with the new one. 


It is understood that Waldemar 
Schmidtmann, of the Kaliwerke Soll- 
stedt, will be president and Thomas C. 


Meadows, of the Buffalo Fertilizer Com- 
pany, will be vice-president and general 
manager. Mr. Schmidtmann was presi- 
dent of the old Independent Fertilizer 
Company. 

The new corporation will, it is stated, 
begin business owning the German potash 
mines known as the Kaliwerke Sollstedt 
and contracts with the Tennessee Cop- 
per Company and the Ducktown Copper, 
Sulphur and Iron Company for their en- 
tire output of sulphuric acid. It will also 
own phosphate beds in Florjda and Ten- 
nessee, and will have an estimated out- 
put of 1,000,000 tons annually. 

Coincident with this announcement our 
Buffalo correspondent advises us that A. 
J. Ives, of Savannah, Ga., has filed a suit 
in the United States Circuit Court of 
the western district of New York against 
the principals of the Independent Fer- 
tilizer Company for an accounting and

A Setback for Protected Petroleum. 
SENATE BY A VOTE OF 34 TO 40 REJECTS 
AMENDMENT TO TARIFF BILL PLAC- 
ING DUTY OF ONE-HALF CENT 
PER POUND ON CRUDE OIL— 
INDEPENDENTS DISAP- 
POINTED, BUT STILL 
HOPE FOR FINAL 
VICTORY.

late this afternoon, by a 
vote of 34 yeas to 40 nays, rejected an 
amendment to the tariff bi:l offered by 
Senator Penrose, imposing a duty of one- 
half cent per gallon on crude petroleum. 
While the action taken was a great dls- 
appointinent to the representatives of tne 
independent producers and refiners, who 
have spent many weeks in Washington in 
the effort to secure reasonable protection 
tor the domestic oil indus.ry, it is not re- 
garded as final and further efforts will be 
made both in Committee of the Whole 
and after the biil is reported to the full 
Senate. 

When Senator Penrose’s motion was 
made to-day but a handful of Senators 
were present, but as the importance of the 
subject under discussion became apparent 
the seats filled up rapidiy until on the 
roll-call 74 out of 92 Senators cast their 
ballots, The occasion for presenting the 
amendment was not well chosen, how- 
ever, as it was near the close of a hard 
day's work, when few Senators were in 
the humor to listen to pleas for increases 
in the rates of the bill. Senator Penrose’s 
motion was for the incorporation of a 
new provision to be known as _ section 
37%, imposing a duty of one-half cent per 
galion on crude oil. At first it appeared 
likely that there would be no debate on 
the subject, and, in fact, a roll-call had 
been ordered when Senator Beveridge, of 
indiana, one of the so-called insurgent 
Republican leaders, called attention to 
the fact that the House had placed pe- 
troleum on the free list and suggested 
that Senator Penrose should explain the 
necessity for the proposed change. Sen- 
ator Penrose promptly replied, outlining 
briefly the menace to the domestic in- 
dustry of the recently discovered Mexican 
field and the Canadian oil district, the 
production of which has recently been 
much stimulated by the payment of a 
heavy bounty by the Canadian govern- 
ment, 

Senator Bristow, of Kansas, another 
Republican insurgent, sent to the clerk's 
desk and caused to be read a letter 
from a former vil producer stating that 
the danger to the industry in the United 
States from the Mexican field was great- 
ly over-estimated. The writer stated that 
he had visited the field and spoke of 
his personal knowledge. Senator Bailey, 
of Texas, one of the Democratic leaders, 
made a brief speech against the amend- 
ment in which he asserted that he could 
not bring himself to vote for a duty 
on oil for two reasons; first, because 
it was an article of universal consump- 
tion; and, second, because of the pre- 
dominance of the United States in the 
production of oil, none of which was 
imported, but of which enormous quanti- 
ties were exported, 

Senator Penrose urged the Senate to 
bear in mind the fact that the indepentent 
producers and not the Standard Oil Com- 
pany were the advocates of his amend- 
ment and described in some detail the 
movement set on foot by the Washington 
Committee, which has labored so _ in- 
dustriously in the effort to secure rea- 
sonable protection. Senator Owen, of 
Oklahoma, one of the younger Democratic 
Senators, then championed the amend- 
ment in a short but vigorous speech. He 
felt fully justified, he said, in advocating 
the proposed duty because of the interest 
of the people of his State in the matter, 
but he preferred to base his advocacy 
of the proposition upon the consumer's 
interest in the maintenance of competi- 
tion in the oil industry. At present, he 
said, independent well owners were sup- 
plying 89 per cent. of the annual produc- 
tion and were, refining 20 per cent. In 
both branches $f the trade the independ- 
ents had made great strides within the 
last few years, owing chiefly to more 
stringent transportation laws, and the 
more vigorous enforcement of anti-trust 
and other restrictive statutes. If Con- 
gress desired to encourage the _ inde- 
pendents and to permit them to retain 
the share of the industry already secured, 
it should provide reasonable protection 
against the enormous production certain 
to come from the Mexican field, which 
in a single year had increased its output 
from one million barrels to four million 
barrels, and which promised in a short 
time to outstrip any oil district of the 
world. Senator Owen quoted from State 
Senator Lewis Emery’s statements before 
the Finance Committee and from the 
report of the conference of the independ- 
ent producers and refiners, the text of 
which was recently published in the 
columns of the Reporter. In conclusion, 
he urged the Senate not to be stampeded, 
but to deal with the oil question as 
calmly and dispassionately and as fairly 
as it had dealt with any other subject. 

Senator Gore, of Oklahoma, also a 
Democrat, stated that he had intended 
to offer an amendment imposing a duty 
on Mexican oil, but leaving all other 
petroleum free, but upon conferring with 
Senator Root, formerly Secretary of 
State, had learned that such a discrim- 
mination against the commerce of Mex- 
ico would be in violation of the most- 
favored-nation clause of our treaty with 
that republic. He, therefore, withheld 
the amendment, but in spite of the posi- 
tion of his colleague, Mr. Owen, he 
would oppose Senator Penrose’s motion. 
At this juncture Senator Penrose stated 
that he desired to amend his amendment 
by adding a proviso that no drawback 
should be allowed on the exportation of 
refined oil produced from imported crude 
oil, but Senator Gore made the point of 
order that a roll-call had been directed 
upon the original amendment, and there- 
fore that it could not be modified. The 
chair sustained the point of order. Sen- 
ator Cummins, of Iowa, another insurgent 
Republican, said that he hoped the 
amendment regarding drawback would 
be adopted, as he thought the duty would 
be more defensible if it should be pro- 
vided that Mexican crude oil could not 
be imported, refined and exported with 
benefit of drawback. He indicated, how-

ever, that he would not support the prop- 
osition under any circumstances. 

The roll-call then proceeded and re- 
sulted as above stated, in the rejection of 
Senator Penrose’s amendment by a_ma- 
jority of the six votes. Senator Owen 
immediately offered an amendment pro- 
hibiting any one engaged in the market- 
ing of petroleum products to charge 
more for oil in one part of the country 
than in another, due regard being had 
for difference in freight rates, but Sen- 
ator Aldrich made the point of order 
that such an amendment was not ger- 
mane to the duitable schedules and it was 
withdrawn with notice from Senator 
Owen thut it would be offered upon the 
conclusion of the discussion of the bill. 

The Washington committee of independ- 
ents expressed much disapointment to- 
night at the failure of Senator Penrose’s 


amendment, but Secretary Chamberlain, 
of the National Petroleum Association, 
who has been one of the most active 


members of the delegation, declared that 
other amendments would be offered either 
in Committee of the Whole or in the 
full Senate. An opportunity may be af- 
forded to reconsider the vote in connec- 
tion with a motion to place refined oil 
and other petroleum products on the 
duitable list and, inasmuch as a change 
of four votes will serve to undo to-day’s 
work, the independents declare they are 
still hopeful of winning a signal victory.

President Heflin, in his annual address, 
said in part:— 


An effort has been made to get our govern- 
ment to allow press cloth to be imported free 
of duty. It should be on the free list for the 
following reasons:—The duty on it is not a 
revenue producer. It has not produced, s0 
far, enough revenue to pay the expenses of 
collection. 

Nor has such a duty any value from a 
protective standpoint because it does not in- 
crease production, which finally reduces cost 
to the consumer. 

The only beneficiaries of this duty are to 
day less than half a dozen concerns manu- 
facturing press cloth in this country, and an 
artificial price is maintained by them, while 
thousands of consumers are deprived of the 
foreign supply by this duty of more than 
100 per cent. on its actual cost. 

Effort has also been made to 
ernment to allow oleo stearine to be im- 
ported free of duty. The very same argu- 
ments that apply to press cloth apply to this 
article also. 

There is at present a duty of about 4 cents 
per gallon on cottonseed oil imported into this 
country. No open effort, so far as I know, 
has been made by the oil mill interests, to have 
this duty taken off, and so far, perhaps, there 
has been no necessity for this duty, as but 
little, if any, cottonseed oil has been imported 
into this country, because, so far, this country 
has produced more than.it consumed, and has 
had to export the surplus. But just as our 
manufacturing interests are being seriously 
threatened by foreign countries making an ef- 
fort to buy our raw material instead of our 
manufactured products, and passing tariff laws 
that can have no other object than alding them 
in this, placing a heavy duty on our manufac- 
tured product, and. letting cottonseed come into 
their countries absolutely free. It has been 
announced ag authoritative that Mr. Aldrich 
has declared that the. cottonseed manufactur- 
ing interest in this country is entitled to some 
recognition by our government, and that he fs 
willing that cottonseed oil shall be put upon 
the free list in the present tariff. Since this 
announcement I have heard several prominent 
in our manufacturing business express them- 
selves as much pleased at this. Gentlemen, 
they were never so much mistaken in their 
lives, if they think that this is in the in- 
terest of the cottonseed crushers of this coun- 
try, especially now. I consider it absolutely 
in favor of those foreign countries that are 
using their greatest efforts and bringing to 
their assistance their own tariff laws to trans- 
fer the manufacturing of cottonseed products 
from this country, and if they are successful 
in this, and at any time manufacture more cot- 
tonseed oil than they need in their own coun- 
tries, they can send such surplus back to this 
country free of duties. The ocean freight 
rates from our principal ports in America are 
about one-half what it costs you to deliver oil 
from your mills to these same places in your 
own country. 

Therefore such a concession as Mr. Aldrich 
now offers cannot, in my mind, possibly be in 
the interests of the crushers of cottonseed in 
this country unless it be to a few that are 
buyers and consumers of more cottonseed oil 
than they produce at their own mills. It can 
only be in the interest of such as these and of 
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those who may have learned a method of pro- 
during an edible oil from the oil now made in 
foreign countries out of the Egyptian seed, or 
in the interest of the operators on the New 
York Exchange, by their being allowed to bring 
cottonseed oil from any country in the world 
into this country free of duty, to tender on 
sir contracts. 
Why Mr. Aldrich should have consented to 
take off the present duty of about 4 cents per 
gallon on cottonseed oil anl put it on the free 
list in this new tariff bill, thinking it a con- 
cession to the oil milling interests who are ask 
ing that oleo stearine and press cloth be put 
on the free list, I am unable to understand, 
unless it be that he has been told by some 
interests that he thought represented the _en- 
tire oil mill interests that this would satisfy 
» crushers. y 
Or Aldrich, no doubt, is acting in good faith 
and believes that this is a concession to the 
oil milling interests. ‘He should be promptly 
advised to the contrary every cottonseed 
crushers’ association in the South, and told 
that these interests have not asked that oil 
be put on the free list, but have and do ask 
that oleo stearine and press cloth be put on 
the free list, and he should be told that putting 
oil on the free list is not a concession or to 
our interests, but that in the future it may be 
a detriment to our business. 3 
The report of the Arbitration Commit- 
tee was presented by Mr. Allison.

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Production of Denatured Alcohol 


During May. 
INTERNAL REVENUE RETURNS 
CONTINUED INCREASE IN 
OUTTURN. 
Washington, June 25, 1909. 
The production of denatured alcohol 
during May showed an important gain of 
125,483.45 gallons over the corresponding 
month a year ago, and an increase of 
more than 2,000 gallons over the figures 
for April of this year. The total output 
in May of this year was 447,014.10 gallons, 
as compared with 321,530.67 gallons in 
May, 1908, a gain of 40 per cent. The pro- 
duction of May of this year was com- 
posed of 223,097.51 gallons completely de- 
natured and 223,916.59 gallons specially de- 
natured spirits. Comparing these figures 
with those of May, 198, a gain is re- 
corded in completely denatured _ spirits 
of 55,820.01 gallons and in specially de- 
natured of 69,385.92 gallons. It is inter- 
esting to note that the production during 
May was almosi exactly divided between 
completely and specially denatured spir- 
its, although the latter grade showed the 
largest gain over the corresponding 
month of 1%8. The upward tendency of 
specially denatured alcohol has now been 
recorded throughout the past’ three 
months and, as heretofore indicated, is 
due to the success of manufacturers in 
many lines in utilizing alcohol denatured 
by special formulas recently approved by 
tne Internal Revenue Bureau. It cannot 
be long, however, before the production 
of completely denatured spirits will out- 
strip the specially denatured grade, owing 
to the rapid distribution of utilities for 
the pruduction of heat, light and power.

probable that the output for the current 
calendar year will exceed that of last 
year by at least 60 per cent. 
The Fifth [llinois district, 

led the country in production 
months, returned an output of 248,626.18 
gallons in May, or about 55 per cent. of 
the total production. This was a gain of 
about 3,000 gallons over the output of 
this district for April. The First Louisi- 
ana district, which has occupied second 
rank for several months, returned 69,008.45 
gallons in May, which was a decline of 
about 15,000 gallons as compared with 
April. The alcohol reported from _ this 
district 1s understood to be produced from 
molasses exclusively. The Third Massa- 
chusetts district reported 48,751.86 gallons 
during May, a gain of 1,418.95 gallons over 
April, The First California occupied 
fourth place in May with a production of 
27,371.35 gallons, but the Sixth Indiana dis- 
trict crowded the First California close- 
ly, with a production of 25,523.20 gallons. 
Perhaps the most significant feature of 
the detailed statement of production by 
States during May is the first appearance 
of the Fifth New Jersey district, which 
returned 16,730.77 gallons specially dena- 
tured alcohol. As the spirits made in this 
district are produced by a special for- 
mula, the amount turned out promises to 
figure hereafter as a net increase in pro- 
duction,

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Regulations for Drawback on Fig 
Syrup. 


Washington, June 25, 1909. 


The Treasury Department is about to 
promulgate a series of regulations for the 
allowance of drawback of duty paid on 
imported alcohol, granulated sugar and 
fig syrup intended to be used in the man- 
ufacture of so-called syrup of figs for 
export. The regulations, which have been 
prepared upon the application of the Cali- 
fornia Fig Syrup Company, are as fol- 
lows:— 


“On the exportation of syrup of figs in bot- 
tles or in barrels manufactured with the use 
of imported alcohol and granulated sugar, and 
fig syrup exported in barrels and manufactured 
with the use of imported alcohol, a drawback 
will be allowed equal in amount to the duty 
paid on the imported materials used, less the 
legal deduction of 1 per cent. 

“The preliminary entry must show the marks 
and numbers of the shipping packages and the 
quantity of fig syrup of each kind—that is, 
with and without sugar—contained in each 
package and in the entire shipment, 

“The drawback entry must show the total 
quantity of fig syrup of each kind exported, 
the quantity of imported alcohol and sugar 
used in the manufacture thereof and the per- 
centage of wastage. Said entry must further 
show, in addition to the usual averments, that 
the exported product was manufactured of ma- 
terials and in the manner set forth in the 
manufacturers’ sworn statements on file at the 
port of exit. 

‘In liquidation, the quantity of imported 
granulated sugar upon which drawback may 
be allowed may equal the quantity used as 
stated in the entry, provided it shall not ex- 
ceed four pounds for each gallon of fig syrup 
exported. When the sugar used has been re- 
fined from imported raw sugar the drawback 
paid thereon shall be estimated in accordance 
with T, D. 20174 of October 12, 1898. 

“The quantity of absolute alcohol which may 
be taken as the basis for the allowance of 
drawback may equal that declared in the 
drawback entry, provided it shall not exceed 5.1 
per cent. of the exported quantity where the 
product contains both alcohol and sugar, with 
@ wastage allowance not to exceed 1.23 per 
cent., and in the case of syrup manufactured 
without the use of sugar, 9.3 per cent. with a 
wastage allowance not to be in excess of .91 
per cent. 

“Samples may. be taken or sworn samples 
j furnished, as ordered for required determina-

How the Internal Revenue De- 
partment Determines Charac- 
ter of Medicinal Prep- 


arations, 
Washington, June 25, 1909. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau is in re- 
ceipt of many inquiries as to the basis 
of the determination of the character of so- 
called mecicinal preparations containing 
excessive amounts of alcohol, which the 
bureau has included in recently published 
lists, the sale of which involves the pay- 
ment by the seller of special tax as a 
retail liquor dealer. Acting Commissioner 
Williams has, therefore, made public a 
reply addressed to a retail druggist, in 
which the principle which guides the 
bureau is briefly set forth as follows:— 

“This office is in receipt of your letter 
of the 14th instant, relative to the han- 
dling by retail druggists of alcoholic medic- 
inal preparations, 

“In reply, you are informed that it is the 
practice of this office where preparations 
examined by it are found to be clearly and 
unmistakably fakes, being chiefly composed 
of whisky with little or no medication, 
and where the character of the preparation 
must be known to the druggist handling 
same, either by reason of its appearance or 
by the nature of the demand for it, to re- 
quire special tax for its sale without any 
previous notice being given. 

“This office holds that in a genuine medi- 
cine the alcohol should not be more than 
is necessary for the legitimate purposes of 
extraction, solution or preservation, and that 
the preparation should contain approximate- 
ly a U. 8S. P. dose of some medicinal] in- 
gredient of recognized value, either alone 
or in combination with other compatible 
drugs. Where a substantial effort has been 
made to introduce medication, without, how- 
ever, coming up to the standard set by this 
office, it is the practice to notify the manu- 
facturers and give them an opportunity to 
change their formulas; and in such cases, 
while the manufacturer is required to pay 
special tax on account of the manufacture 
and sale by himself of such preparations, 
special tax is not required of retail drug- 
gists on account of the sale of the same 
in good faith for medicinal use only, if the 
formula is changed, or until after public 
notice has been given, if the manufacturer 
declines to make such change.” 
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French Acetone Patents. 
TWO PROCESSES FOR CHEAPER HAN- 
DLING OF WOOD DISTILLATIONS, 


Referring to the new process of manu- 
facturing acetone in France, Consul A. 
Gaulin, of Havre, forwards the technical 
patent office descriptions of two inven- 
tions, on which he comments:— 

The one process consists primarily in 
the use of pyroligneous acid, obtained by 
the fractional distillation, in an alembic, 
of crude pyroligneous acid. For the other 
iiuvention it is claimed that pyrolignites 
are obtained directiy, which makes it 
possible to saturate the gases of carbon- 
ization by alkalis, without resorting to 
the fractional distillation of pyroligneous 
acid. 


Oleomargarine Regulations for the 
State of New York. 


Geo. L. Flanders, assistant Commission- 
er of Agriculture for New York, hag is- 
sued the following regulations for the 
sale of oleomargarine in the State of New 
York:— 

Albany, N. Y., June 7, 1909. 
To Whom It May Concern:— 

Attention is hereby called to the fact that the 
Legislature of 1909 amended sections 40 and 41 
of chapter 9 of the laws of 1909, known as 
‘“‘Agricultral Law,’’ by enactment known as 
chapter 357 of the laws of 1909. The sections 
amended have reference to oleomargarine. 

Before amendment, the law prohibited the 
manufacture, sale or use of oleomargarine in 
imitation or semblance of butter, the product 
of the dairy, within this State, except that 
it did not prohibit the use of such substances 
in one’s own family by the members thereof, 
but it could not be used as food for others 
than the members of the family, for which a 
compensation of any kind was received. 

It will thus be seen that the prohibition did 
not run against oleomargarine, except that 
which was in imitation or semblance of but- 
ter, leaving the sale of all other oleomargarine 
unprohibited and unrestricted. 

The amendments referred to as being passed 
by the last Legislature apply to all oleomar- 
garine, the sale or use of which is not pro- 
hibited by the statute—that is, to oleomar- 
garine not in imitation or semblance of but- 
pe and regulates its use and sale by provid- 
ng:— 

First. That when 
served in any hotel, 


such oleomargarine is 
boarding house, restau- 
rant, saloon, lunch counter or place of enter- 
tainment for the guests therein as a substi- 
tute for butter, there shall be printed plainly 
and conspicuously on the bill of fare, if there 
be one, the words ‘‘Oleomargarine used here.”’ 

Second. That the proprietor shall post up 
conspicuously in different parts of each room 
where meals are served signs in places where 
they can be easily seen and read, which shall 
bear the words ‘‘Oleomargarine used here,’’ 
in letters at least two inches in length, and 
so printed as to be easily read by guests or 
boarders. 

Third. That persons selling oleaginous sub- 
stances not made from milk or cream of the 
same, as a substitute for butter, shall not sell, 
give away or deliver with such substance any 
coloring matter, 

Fourth. That no 
sell or offer for sale 
any brand, device or label 
pictures indicative of cows, 
breeds of cows or cattle, 
dicative of processes in the 
or preparing butter. 

Fifth. That no such substances shall here- 
after be sold, offered or exposed for sale in

this State except in packages containing not 
more than five pounds. 

Sixth. That such packages shall be wrapped 
and sealed, the original seal of which shall 
be unbroken, and upon which seal shall be 
plainly printed the name and address of the 
manufacturer of said oleomargarine. 

Seventh. That the said packages 
plainly and conspicuously labeled with the 
words ‘‘Oleomargarine’’ in Gothic, or equally 
conspicuous letters, and at least three-eighths 


of an inch high. 

Eighth. The word 
prominent letters 
dentation of each 
of the substance 
and sealed. 

Conclusion. The law 
bids the manufacture, 
margarine, in imitation or semblance of but- 
ter, and regulates the sale and use of alg 
other oleomargarine by providing that it shall 
be done up in packages marked and stamped 
as above set forth, or if used in a place of 
public entertainment that the bill of fare, if 
there be one, shall contain a statement as 
above set forth, and that placards shall be 
conspicuously posted upon the wall as aboye 
set forth, containing the words ‘‘Oleomargarine 
used here.’’ It will thus be seen that the 
statute as it now stands, instead of weakening 
the law against the sale of oleomargarine in 
is fraudulent form, has left that law stand- 
ing and regulated the sale and use of olemar- 
garine heretofore not prohibited or regulated 
by the statute. 

This act takes effect immediately. 

Active work by agents of this department 
under the amended features of the statute will 
begin on August 1, 1909. It is expected that 
dealers in and users of the commodity, the 
sale of which is regulated by the amendment, 
will govern themselves accordingly.

The oppressive weather of the week 
seems to have exercised a restraining 
influence on business in general, and 
the routine character has been empha- 
sized. Dealers, as a rule, have become 
entirely reconciled to current condi- 
tions and are not inclined to find 
much encouragement in the outlook 
until the approach of the period for the 
usual fall buying. Price developments 
during the interval have been of com-

paratively little significance. Opium 
has remained dull and more or less 
nominal for cases and jobbing lots, 
with powdered on a lower level. The 
decline in chloral hydrate was attri- 
buted to continued keen competition. 
Formaldehyde was easier, apparently 


in anticipation of sharper competition. 
The market for C. P. glycerine main- 
tained its soaring tendency, and refin- 


ers are equally confident of further 
strengthening. Menthol was less ac- 
tive, but values retained the higher 


basis of the former week. Quicksilver 
was lower for jobbing quantities on 
the reduction of the 100-flask schedule, 
Vanilla beans were in seasonably light 
request, but the market remained fully 
sustained. Angostura tonka beans 
were in better supply and quotations 
were nominal. Nothing of more en- 
couraging consideration was noted in 
the essential oils, The firmer tendency 
of orange was an exception, as a result 
of the provision to take it out of the 
free list. Spearmint declined on lower 
offers of new crop shipment; Hun- 
garian chamomiles have been quoted 
cheaper for shipment of new. Insect 
flowers are again cabled upward and 
spot prices are likely to respond fur- 


ther within a few days. Asafoetida 
was without new change, but stand- 
ard grades are in very short supply 


and full prices have been realized. Re- 
fined camphor was steady. The same 
degree of firmness seemed to charac- 


terize short buchu, jalap and Rio 
ipecac. Canary seed was equally well 
maintained. The week's fluctuations

Opium, 
The market has failed to develop 
anything of more favorable signifi- 
cance, and the disposition on the part 


of buyers in general is one of con- 
tinued conservatism. The tone of some 
of the primary advices is rather heavy, 
and in his current cablegram our cor- 
respondent repeats his former esti- 
mate of an 8,000 case crop. In some 
local quarters predictions are based 
on a production of 6,500@7,000 cases. 
The prospects for a material increase 
in the duty, the realization of which 
is generally counted upon in the trade, 
are apparently playing no part in the 
current movement. Late jsales have 
been chiefly of a jobbing character, 
and for broken parcels values remain 
$4.25@4.30. Cases are listed at $4.20, 
but this quotation is regarded as nom- 
inal. A revision in prices for pow- 
dered shows a lower range at $5.15@ 
5.25, as to test and quantity. We have

therefore, we reckon a crop of 4,5 eases for 
1908 crop, to which we add 1,728 cases stock 
existing in Smyrna on June 5, 1908 (Constanti- 
nople and Salonica had none). In all 6,556 
cases. Out of this we deduct the sales from 
June 6, 1908, to June 4, 1909, viz.:—Smyrna, 
2,756 cases; Constantinople, 1,966 cases, and Sa- 
lonica, 600 cases; in all 5,322 cases, which 
leaves a stock of 1,234 cases in all of 150 
pounds net average weight, viz.:—Smyrna, 
1,085; Constantinople, 94, and Salonica, 55. 


Smyrna, June 12, 1909 

I have to advise sales of about eighty chests 
in all, on hasty American orders for prompt 
shipment. Last week the sales amounted to 
thirty chests and this week to fifty more, at 
12s, 3d, to 12s. for richest manufacturing and 
19s.@11s, for sightly jobbing grades. I cannot ac- 
count for important sales of very inferior goods 
frequently made to some American shippers, 
unless same are meant to be mixed up with 
better opium, in. order to reduce the average 
cost. The American trade should be informed 
of these operations, in order to guard itself 
against them. 

The new crop is estimated at not over 9,000 
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arrivals have already begun to 
So far, sixteen baskets have 
reached this market, but I hear that many 
more are on their way here and will reach 
Smyrna shortly.

Future prices, of course, 
entirely depend upon the outturn of the crop 
and the American demand, which at present 
joes not seem in anyway to abate. 

The mischief is that the high unjustifiable 
pretensions of sellers are fully responded to, 
which is a feature quite fatal at this season to 
any hopes of a near future decline, for as our 
market rules so do buyers of new drug in 
the interior regulate their purchases, and thus 


our stocks will be again replenished by high- 
priced opium, which will not be allowed to go 
for many months, at least unless consumers 
are prepared to pay adequate value to cover 


cost and charges. 

The net result, therefore, of our deductions 
is that with a prospective crop of 8,000 cases 
and a stock of about 1,000 old we ought to see 
prices later on down to 8s, 64.@9s. 6d., but if 
a large percentage of the new crop is bought, 
costing the native dealer here 10s. 6d.@11s. 6d., 
it will take several months before this same 
dealer makes up his mind or is forced to sell 
at a loss. 

Quinine. 

Seasonable dullness’ continues’ to 
characterize the local market and the 
London bark auction, the only foreign 
event of the week, occasioned but a 
fleeting break in the monotony. The 
outcome of this auction, as cabled by 
our London correspondent, was %d., 
practically unchanged from the result 
of recent sales. The movement on con- 
tracts in the local market is gener- 
ally light, and there is apparently very 
little new business in prospect of real- 
ization. Speculation in the article 
seems to be entirely in abeyance, as 
the statistical position is none too fa- 
vorable. The receipt of the extent of 
offerings at the Amsterdam bark auc- 
tion on July 15 may, however, occa- 
sion more confidence in the outcome of 
that event, the quantity being the light- 
est of which we have any record since 








1967, amounting to 6,885 packages. As

According to the kinds, the 
participation was as follows, amounts being in 
kilos:—Ledgeriana, 498,545; succirubra, 87,855; 
hybrides, 122,852; robusté 1,480; schuhkraft, 
75; Sumatra succirubra, 2,745 Of the total 
108,417 kilos were of Secibar.

COCAINE.—Rumors have been cur- 
rent in the loca] trade during the week 
of the probability of an increase in the 
duty to $1.50, instead of a 25 per cent. 
tax now in effect, and the influence 
wes noted in a restriction upon the 
offerings, buyers being limited to 100 
ounces. Contracts have for some time 
covered the question of an increased 
duty. In some quarters it is argued 
that the higher tax may tend to cur- 
tail the illegitimate use of the drug, 
but several makers declare that the 
more effective way of abating the evil 
is the imposition of an internal revenue 
tax and the stricter supervision of the 
government over sales. 


COCOA BUTTER.—There is nothing 
of new interest in the local situation, 
the demand being slow at nominally 
unchanged quotations. At the Amster- 
dam auction on July 5 the offerings 
will comprise 70 tons of Van Houten 
and 20 tons of miscellaneous brands. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Late advices from 
Norway have noted a firmer tendency 
of the primary market, the results 
of the Finmarken fishing, now near- 
ing its close, having been less favor- 
able. There is the same disposition on 
the part of local dealers to delay ne- 
gotiations for the new crop, pending 
the receipt of the final figures on the 
season’s production. We have the fol- 
lowing frorn our correspondents in Nor-

FORMALDEHYDE.—A reduction of 
%c. in makers’ prices was rather an 
unexpected development during the 
week. This establishes quotations at 
8%@9e. for barrel and 9@9'%c, for car- 
boys. The only explanation for the de- 
cline was the effect such a move might 
have to discourage competition from a 
new factor. 

GLYCERINE.—The market for C. P, 
has maintained its buoyant course un- 
der the old conditions, and at the close 
17%c. for bulk and 18%c. for cans were 
apparently inside quotations, 18 and 
19c., respectively, being more freely 
named. Cable advices on crude abroad 
have been particularly bullish, 1911 be- 
ing reported at a higher level than 
spot offerings. Dynamite was also 
higher at 174@17\%c. 

MENTHOL. — The buying flurry 
which has featured the market during 
the last couple of weeks seems to have 
spent its force, but the market is ap- 
parently sustained with the same de- 
gree of confidence and $2.50@2.60 was 
the ruling range at the close. Some of 
the local dealers found a more attrac- 
tive market abroad than on spot and 
sales at 9s. in bond for London account 
were effected. For a leading brand for 
primary shipment the higher level of 
8s. 10d. was cabled. The current issue 
of the London Chemist and Druggist 
contained the following: 

Menthol.--A very considerable business has 
been done at prices marking an advance of 
fully 1s. per Ib. since the close of our last re 
port, up to 9s, being paid to-day for both ship- 
ment and on the spot. Cables have been re- 
ceived from Japan that the spot stock is ex- 
hausted, so that the business now being done 
probably applies to resales. It is also said 
that a syndicate has been formed among the 
makers in Japan, and that in future only one 
brand will be exported, viz.:—‘‘Kumai,”’ but 
this report lacks confirmation. In the drug 
auction S cases of Kobayashi, Yazawa and 
Suzuki were held at 9s. per Ib,

bing trade comparatively little interest 
was manifested in the goods, as stocks 


are fairly adequate for the light vol- 
ume of business current. First hands, 
having disposed of earlier importa- 


tions, were not disposed to concede in 
buyers’ favor. In the local trade 45@ 
50c. remains the ruling basis. Para is 
quiet at 524%4@55c. 

No late change has featured the 
market for the firs. The limited of- 
ferings of Canada from the producing 


districts are reported sold, and spot 
prices are regarded rather steadier at 
$7 in barrels and $7.10 in cans. For 
the Oregon, $1.25@1.35, as to style of 
package, represent the views of most 
holders. 


While $1.65 has been confirmed for 
Peru, it appears to be more of an ex- 
ception, the general range being $1.70 
@1.75. 


Barks. 
Freer offers of cascara sagrada for 
coast shipment have been received 


during the last few days, and the sit- 
uation there is not believed to be un- 
der the same control as was previ- 
ously supposed. There seemed to be 
plenty of new bark available for ship- 
ment over the summer, the minimum 
for which was 6c. The usual 
premium was asked for older stock. 
On the lower basis the cost here would 
reach nearly 7'%c., allowing nothing 
for shrinkage. Dealers, therefore, de- 
clare that spot prices at 8%@9c. are 
already unwarrantably low. 


There has been a fairly good demand 
for the manufacturing varieties of 
soap bark, and values remain steady 
at 8%@9c. for both cut and crusned. 


Beans. 


The interval has occasioned no ap- 
preciable change in the conditions gov- 
erning the vanilla situation. The de- 
mand, on the whole, seems to be light, 
as compared with the keen manifesta- 
tion of buying interest a few weeks 
ago, but the current movement is said 
to be sufficient to keep stocks within 
moderate limits and to hold the atten- 
tion of dealers in any lots that may be 
offered from foreign sources at advan- 
tageous terms. Every member of the 
local trade is keen in his expecfations 
of an active market toward the end of 
August or early September, and all are 
equally confident of the realization of 
advanced prices as a result of the buy- 
ing flurry at that time. Present values 
may remain in effect during the in- 
terim, as this season is usually the 
quietest period of the year. Late ad- 
vices from the French markets on 
Bourbons have been of a character to 
sustain the bullish views recently ex- 
pressed here. Fairly large sales were 
reported in France of head and tail 
lots at 27 francs per kilo and of a par- 
cel from second quality down at 28% 
francs, on which basis the bare cost 
here would approximate $2.45 and $2.65. 
Stocks in the principal distributing 
markets abroad are said to be of little 
consequence, and second and third qual- 
ities of Bourbons were reported want- 
ing in Paris. Further reports have been 
received to the effect that the Sey- 
chelles crop would not exceed 7,000 
kilos, against 30,000 kilos last year, and 
a shortage is feared in the Reunion 
and Comares production, and, accord- 
ing to one local authority, the entire 
vield of Bourbons this year might be 
less by 50,000 kilos that off last year, 
which amounted to 200,000 kilos. French 
advices also indicated the prospects of 
a very high duty on vanillin. The out- 
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look for the approaching Mexican crop 
is probably more unpropitious than that 
for the Bourbon production, no relief 
from the long-continued drought in 
Mexico having been reported, A recent

No further progress has 
been made in the tariff question, so 
far as essential oils are concerned, and 
the status of this classification re- 
mains in the same state of uncertainty, 
with the single exception of orange 
which, as noted previously, has been 
taken from the free list and sub- 
jected to a 25 per cent. tax. Some 
dealers maintain up to $2 for this oil, 
and ‘*%180 was apparently an inside 
quotation. For lemon Tic. may be 
repeated, but the more general range 
was found to be 80@90c., as to brand. 
Intimations that better than $4 could 
be done on bergamot were not con- 
firmed.

OTTO OF ROSE.—Our Bulgarian correspon 
dent, under date of June 10, writes that it 
now fully eighteen days since the rose harvest 
commenced, and only two-thirds of the entire 
crop has been distilled The harvest will 
probably last ten days longer Almost all the 
time the weather has been all that could be 
desired, and the yield of otto is extremely 
large—far in excess of all expectations Al 
together, we have had only four to five un- 
favorable harvesting days, with rather small 
yield of otto, but this is nothing. The results 
so far obtained are far in excess of all ex 
pectations A rich crop is already assured, 
and the total yield may be from 150,000 oz 
to 160,000 oz., and all of it of the finest qual 
ity. When a rose crop is rich the quality of 
the otto is always fine 


lowers. 


The’ easier tendency of new crop 
Hungarian chamomiles for shipment 
has induced comparatively little buy- 
ing for local account, but we are ad- 
vised that some lots of the new flow- 
ers are due within a few days, for 
which 35c. is acceptable. On the more 
recent basis, prime goods, it is said, 
could be bought at the parity of 27e. 
here. Crop reports have been rather 
conflicting, but the later advices indi- 
cate that the new crop has been prac- 
tically all gathered, and is about one- 
half of an average. 

Insect flowers have been the subject 
of further stimulating advices, and 
some of the reports were to the effect 
that the crop prospects did not prom- 
ise more than one-fifth of a normal 
yield. Cablegrams received in the 
trade named 50c. for closed, 40c. for 
half-closed, and 3lc. for open. Spot 
prices for powdered have been in 
strengthening tendency, and very little 
is believed to be available at 25c., while 
the range for the choicer grades ex- 
tends to 50c. 

Gums, 

No further change has been occa- 
sioned in asafoetida, but the market 
rules with unabated firmness, and deal- 
ers report that 45c. has been readily 
realized for U. S, P. qualities. A late 
importation of especially choice stock 
was held at 60c. London is reported 
bare of the grades which would meet 
our requirements, one of the reports 
from that quarter received during the 
week describing the stock there as 
“rocks adulterated with gum.’ There 
is little prospect for any material re- 
lief from the present spot stringency 
for at least another month. A fairly 
good quantity for direct importation 
from the producing districts was sold 
for local account, June-July shipment. 

The camphor market is without note- 
worthy feature, but apparently sus- 
tained with unabated firmness for re- 
fined. The demand is of seasonably 
steady proportions, and available 
stocks of both domestic and foreign re- 
fined are kept within moderate limits. 
Sales of Japan refined for primary 
shipment have been reported at in- 
creasing values. 

New crop receipts of Curavao aloes 
have been well taken for local account, 
stocks of old in dealers’ hands having 
reached an unusually low level. Spot 
values are maintained at 6%@7c. for 
boxes. 

Primary advices indicated high prices 
for shipment of olibanum siftings, with 
offerings limited, and no tears were 
said to be available in the producing 
districts. 

Herbs and Leaves, 


Apparently the same firm market 
prevails for short buchu and available 
stocks remain under the same close 
control. A late attempt to operate for 
shipment from Cape Town was said to 
have been unavailing, the crop being 
at an end. 

Cannabis indica tops are offered at a 
lower basis, $1.35, although $1.50 was 
more generally adhered to. The market 
for primary shipment is reported de- 
pleted and, while siftings were avail- 
able, they were not wanted. 

The crop of euphorbia pil. has been 
reported a failure, with nothing ob- 
tainable for primary shipment. 

New crop samples of Tinnevelly sen- 
na have been received in the local trade 
and, while they are said to be better 
than the previous crop, are regarded as 
still below the average in quality. 


Roots. 


The general condition affecting the 
items of this classification offer little 
of noteworthy interest in the week’s 
review, and prices show no important 
variation. Jalap remains in light sup- 
ply and 45@50c. is maintained, the low- 
er figure being the exception. 

Rio ipecac is sustained at the recent 
advance to $1.40@1.50, the lightness and 
concentration of stocks mitigating the 
effect of a quiet demand. Cartagena 
is also backward, and in fairly good 
supply at 95c.@$1. 

Offers of spring-dug golden seal re- 
ceived so far from the country have 
failed to attract much interest in the 
local trade. Sales of the more desir-

Seeds. 

Canary seed remains firm at the re- 
cent advance to 3%@3%c. for Smyrna 
and desirable South American, and for 
shipment from producing districts 
prices are said to be fully up to the 
spot basis. Our Smyrna corresponent 
writes as follows on the market 
there :— 

Smyrna, June 12, 1909. 

I have to report a very strong market 
and a sharp advance during the last fort- 
night With such a small crop in view, 
50,000@35,000 bags, and actual stocks about 
40,000@45,000 bags, mostly in the hands of 
shippers and speculators, you will see how 
the situation stands. This week bids of 
265s. per ton ec. i. f. in double bags were 
refused and holders now ask 285s, c, i. f. 
New York above terms. 

There have been freer arrivals of 
Dutch caraway but sales ex-dock have 
been effected at 8c. and from store the 
prevailing range remains 84@8'%c. 

For shipment of natural coriander 
from the producing districts slightly 
advanced prices have been named, 
while London cabled Ills, for July- 
September. 

Poppy is steady in sympathy with 
the tendency abroad and sales ex-dock 
have been re ported at 5\4c. for German 
and 5lc. for Dutch. 

Inquiries for quince seed have abated 
and while the foreign market was re- 
ported firm there was said to be a 
tendency to shade spot prices, 62%4c. 
being reported available. 


Shellac. 


The interval has been devoid of in- 
teresting developments, and general 
conditions prompt little of encouraging 
comment. Calcutta advices continued 
to show the same degree of irregularity 
in shippers’ views, but there seemed to 
be no anxiety to force sales for prompt 
shipment. For distant positions the 
tendency rather favored buyers. Our 
London correspondent cabled the clos- 
ing basis as unchanged at 66s. for spot 
T. N., but dearer for August futures 
by 2s. at 67s. In the local trade deal- 
ers report a moderate inquiry from the 
hat trade since the adjustment of the 
recent troubles, but available stocks 
continue well in excess of requirements. 

N. is generally available at 14c. in 
bags and 14i%c. in cases under the 
pressure of competition, a level which 
is apparently out of proportion to the 
shipment basis. Fine orange marks 
were offered at the easier prices of 26 
@27c. for D. C. and Diamond 1, and 24@ 
25c. for V. S. O. The change was at- 
tributed to the lower basis of distant 
shipments from Calcutta. The Bloem- 
fontein was reported in Boston. She 
will bring 3,200 packages of assorted 
marks here. 

Spices. 

A fairly active demand, representing 
the seasonable wants of grinders, has 
been in progress during the week, and 
the tariff question again became some- 
what of a factor in the market to- 
ward the end of the period. This in- 
fluence was contributed by the news 
that coffee and tea were included in 
the duitable list, leading to the in- 
ference in some quarters that the pro- 
vision for a thirty per cent. tax on 
spices in the Payne bill might prevail. 
The low level stocks in general has 
been permitted to reach on spot would, 
it is believed, render the market readily 
susceptible to such a material factor. 
One of the most active items during 
the last few days has been cassia, 
speculative buying having been stimu- 
lated by advices from the East to the 
effect that floods were threatening the 
crop, and that the market for pri- 
mary shipment had developed a hard- 
ening tendency. China cassia in cases 
is in short supply on spot, and higher 
prices are predicted. All grades of 
ginger have continued in good request, 
and for Africa No. 1, London quoted 
9%c. for shipment. Cloves remain 
steady, and store stocks of Zanzibars 
are reported low. Dock sales of in- 
voice lots were effected at 9%c. Fair 
transactions in pepper, chiefly for ship- 
ment, were closed. Spot trading in 
pepper was restricted by the lack of 
important holdings. For Singapore 
black on spot 64%@6%c. prevailed.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


The improvement recently noted in 
industrial activity has shown no 
diminution during the interval. Sales 
in many branches are progressing 
steadily and buyers show more dispo- 
sition to anticipate future wants. 
There is a marked growth in confi- 
dence and the prospects for an active 
run of business during the fall months 
appear more encouraging each week. 
Some of the large transportation com- 
panies have placed enormous orders 
for rails and rolling stock, and these 
have had a tendency to further stimu- 
late the iron and steel industry. Con- 
struction ‘work is progressing rapidly 
and the demand for various kinds of 
building materials is reported excep- 
tionally good. Advices from different 
points in the textile world continue fa- 
vorable, while reports from the paper 
and leather industries show additional 
signs of renewed activity. The labor 
situation has its usual crop of threat- 
ened strikes, and it seems as though 
some difficulty might be experienced 
before a readjustment can be effected. 
Reports regarding the growing crops 
are somewhat irregular Owing to un- 
settled climatic conditions. Excessive 
rains in some sections of the cotton 
belt have caused the appearance of 
many weeds, and this condition is also 
noted in parts of the corn belt. Spring 
wheat in the Northwest has continued 
favorable and indications point to a 
good average yield at least. Money 
rates remain easy, the tariff problem 
is gradually nearing its solution, and 
there seems to be little in sight at the 
moment to prevent an active resump- 
tion of general business before the turn 
of the year. 

The market for time money is quoted 
at 2% per cent. for ninety days and 
3% per cent. for six months. Call money 
on the Stock Exchange has ranged 
from 1%@2 per cent., Friday’s close 
being 1% per cent. The higher grades 
of mercantile paper are held at 3%@4 
per cent. for choice four and six 
months’ single names, and 4%@5 per 
cent. for others. Bar silver closed Fri- 
day at 52%c. Mexican dollars were 44 
@50c. In sterling exchange the rates 
for actual business were $4.88@4.8810 
demand, $4.8850@4.8860 cables, and com- 
mercial bills, $4.85%@4.86%. 

Values have responded to an im- 
proved demand in the securities mar- 
ket, and advances have been general 
in both classes of stocks. The volume 
of trading has not been exceptionally 
heavy, the intensity of the heat having 
a tendency to check business at in- 
tervals.

According to a dispatch from 
Brookeville, Pa., a well reported to be 
producing between eight or ten mill- 
ion feet of gas a day was brought in 
at Iowa, a small station on the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, five miles from the 
Brookville. 


The method of the Toronto city of- 
ficials in treating the Lake Shore Road 





at that place with oil has met with 
general approval.. Letters of com- 
mendation have been arriving at the 


City Hall in bunches. Another coat of 
oil will be spread on this highway very 
shortly. 


At a recent meeting of the directors 
of the Mechanics’ Oil and Development 
Company, operating in the Sour Lake, 
Texas, field, the following officers were 
elected:—R. <A. Heartfield, president; 
W. H. Poulain, vice-president; J. E. 
Longe, secretary; E, M. Curry, treas- 
urer, and R. L. Young, field manager. 


In the 50-foot development, near 
Shinnston, Harrison county, W. Va., 
the eight producers have a combined 
production of 520 barrels a day. Efforts 
to extend the producing limits of the 
pool have failed. Unless better results 
are obtained from the wells now drill- 
ing operations are likely to show a 
falling off. 

W. R. Cook, an old oil producer, died 
at his home in Bolivar, N. Y., recent- 
ly, after a long illness. He was 75 
years old and had been in the oil busi- 
ness for a great number of years. Mr. 
Cook is survived by his wife and two 
sons, Wilbur, of San Diego, Cal., and 
Elmer, of Arizona, and one daughter, 
Ruth Cook, of Bolivar, N. Y. 


The production of the California 
fields for the first four months of this 
year is reported as follows in barrels;— 
January, 4,535,000; February, 3,968,100; 
March, 4,494,900; April, 4,610,600; total, 
17,611,600. If this average were main- 
tained over the remaining months the 
year’s production would approximate 
53,000,000 barrels. The 1908 output was 
44,854,737 barrels. 

A dispatch from Sour Lake, Texas, 
reports that lightning caused a fire in 
that field a few days ago which de- 
stroyed the contents of a steel tank in 
which were 8,000 barrels of crude oil, 
the property of the J. M. Guffey Pe- 
troleum Company. The total loss was 
placed at $28,000. A smaller tank be- 
longing to the same company near Port 
Arthur was also destroyed. 


Benedum & Trees have a fine well 
for the Twin Hills district of the mid- 
continent field in their No. 2 on the 
Jack Larney land, northwest quarter of 
section 28-15-14, theinitial production be- 
ing 350 barrels. On the adjoining lease to 
the south, the F. B. Stem farm, the 
Decem Oil Company’s No. 7 was re- 
ported showing for a 75-barrel well in 
the Red Fork sand, but drilling was 
continued. 


In the northwest extension of the 
Delaware pool of the mid-continent 
field, Vaetch & Levy have a good well 
in their No. 3, in the southeast corner 
of the Ida C. Canada 80 acres, section 
19-27-16, northeast of Delaware, the 
initial production after a shot being 225 
barrels, No. 4, a location west along the 
south line, showing equally as good. 
This lease is believed to be the center 
of the pool. 

A Buffalo, N. Y., dispatch states that 
the dispute between the Natural Gas 
Company and the Sterling Gas Com- 
pany, of Port Colburne, Ont., over the 
terms of an agreement has been re- 
ferred to a board of arbitrators. The 
board consists of W. M. German, of 
Welland; J. Lynch Stanton, of Hamil- 
ton, and Judge Willis, of- Welland. 
Many thousands of dollars are in- 
volved in the dispute.

The Booth Oil Company has sold its 
property in the north extension of the 
Glenn pool in the mid-continent field, 
consisting of 440 acres, four tracts, 
with seven wells on two of them, part 
of the land in fee, the wells gauging 
800 barrels. C. L. Wallis and asso- 
ciates, and the Higgins Oil and Fuel 
Company, and Captain C. W. Tyrrell, 
as the Haywood Oil Company have 
taken over the property, paying $200,- 
000 for it, part in oil. 


On the French creek, Eureka district, 


Pleasants county, W. Va., the Ever- 
son Oil Company has drilled its No. 
24 on the E. N. Cook farm into the 


salt sand and has a show for a 50-bar- 
rel producer. This is the best producer 
that has been found in this district for 


some time. In the Follansbee pool, 
Brooke county, C. Ferguson & Co. 
have completed No. 46 on the Onio 


Valley Realty Company’s farm and 
have a show for a 25-barrel producer. 


In the new development west of 
Steubenville, Jefferson county, Ohio, 
the larger producers have maintained 
a steady output, although agitation 
was resorted to to sustain their capac- 
ity. The pool reached its highest point 
a few days ago at 2,050 barrels, and it 
was expected that other tests would 
bring the total considerably higher, 
but since a slight decline has been 
noted to 1,900 barrels. The first failure 
in the extension of the pool has been 
reported during the week. 


The deep sand territory on Dunkard 
creek, Battelle district, Monongalia 
county, has furnisned an exception te 
the light results generally encountered 
in West Virginia. The South Penn Oil 
Company has one of the best producers 
in its No. 9 on the Joseph Estell farin. 
This well was drilled into the fourth 
sand pay and was reported a few days 
ago good for 200 barrels a day. This 
location is in the vicinity of the Car- 
negie Natural Gas Company’s No, 3 
on the L. E. Hartley farm, which came 
in a few days ago and started at 30 
barrels an hour and which was said to 
be holding up at 225 barrels a day. 


In Oblong township, Crawford coun- 
ty, Ill, Ewing, Wilcox & Schuler have 
made another good strike in their No. 
15 on the C. and M. J. Headley farm, 
section 8, and 1,100 feet from the south 


line and 250 from the east line of the 
field. This well produced 380 barrels 


the first twenty-four hours. In the 
same township J. P. Stone and others 
have drilled in their No. 1 on the J. 
C. Doute lot, within the corporate 
limits of Oblong, in section 31, and 
have a 250-barrel producer. Brenne- 
man & McDonel have a 200-barrel well 
in No. 8 on the Orlando Dee farm, séc- 
tion 5. Their No. 5 on the Sarah Dee 
farm, section 6, produced 190 barrels. 


In the Clinton sand district, in Perry 
and Fairfield counties, Southeastern 
Ohio, development work is being 
pushed to the limit. The town lot de- 
velopment predicted for Junction City, 
Perry county, shows the greatest ac- 
tivity. About all of the lots large 
enough to hold a standard rig have 
been leased. One mile south of Bremen 
the Rodenefer Oil and Gas Co. has a 
better producer at its test on the D. 
Rodenefer farm than was indicated 
when first drilled through the sand. 
Instead of being good for 5 or 10 bar- 
rels, it is now thought to be good for 
30 or 40 barrels, There are at this time 
13 wells in the deep sand that have a 
production each of 50 or more barrels 
a day. The 13 have an aggregate pro- 
duction of 850 barrels a day... The 
Planet Oil Company’s No. 2 on the 
Brison farm is the largest and is cred- 
ited with 150 barrels.

Certified Invoices Required for 


Importations Valued at 
More Than $100. 


Washington, June 25, 1909. 
The Treasury Department has recently 
received information that at certain ports 
merchandise valued at more than $100 is 
permitted to be entered on a pro forma 
invoice without any inquiry as to whether 


the importer is able to produce a cer- 
tified invoice. This practice is illegal 
and appears to have been indulged in 


soleiy for the accommodation of importers 
who have found it inconvenient, but by 
no means impossible, to procure certified 
invoices. For the purpose of correcting 
this abuse Assistant Secretary Reynolds 





has forwarded to all ports copies of the 
foliowing letter addressed to the Collector 
of Customs at Buffalo, N, Y.:— 


“The department is informed that it is 
the practice at many ports to permit entry 
of merchandise valued at more than $100 
on a pro forma invoice whenever applica- 
tion is made therefor, without regard to 
whether it is practicable for the applicant 
to produce a certified invoice, 

“The department is further informed that 
it is the practice of many tmporters to reg- 


ularly enter on pro forma invoices and to 
give bond for the production of a certified 
invoice as a mere matter of convenience 


to themselves when the certified invoice can 
be readily obtained prior to making entry. 

“I have, therefore, to invite your attention 
to article 182 of the customs regulations of 
1908, and that portion of section 4 of the 
customs administrative act of June 10, 1890, 
which provides that:— 

‘““‘No merchandise shall be admitted to 

entry under the provisions of this section 
unless the collector shall be satisfied that 
the failure to produce a duly certified in- 
voice is due to causes beyond the control 
of the owner, consignee or agent thereof.’ 
_ “You are, therefore, instructed to carefully 
investigate applications for entry on pro 
forma invoices of merchandise valued at 
more than $100 and to refuse the same un- 
less it clearly appears that it is imposible 
co the applicant to produce a certified in- 
voice.”

Treasury Ruling on Imported 
Opium 


Washington, June 24, 1909. 

_, Assistant Secretary Reynolds, of the 
Treasury Department, in a letter to the 
Collector of Customs at New York. has 
made an important ruling with regard to 
preparations of opium imported into the 
United States under the act of February 
®, 199. The preparation upon which the 
ruling is made is intended for medicinal 
purposes, but the quantity to be brought 
in is less than that prescribed by the 
regulations. The department, however, 
makes a concession with respect to the 
limitation on quantity as follows: 

“The department is in_ receipt of your letter 
of the 7th inst. (No, 87,315), reporting upon 
the communication of the El Zernac Company 
relative to the admissibility of the preparation 
known as Cachet El Zernac in quantities less 
than that prescribed by the regulations under 
the opium law of February 9, 1909 (T. D. 
20657). 
‘Your report that the preparation consists of 
fifteen-grain waters, each wafer containing 
one-sixteenth grain of powdered extract of 
opium, and that it is suitable amd fit for 
medicinal purposes, 

“Inasmuch as this article contains fixed quan- 
tities of opium, it may be delivered in quanti- 
ties of not less than twenty-five ounces of 
wafers, if you shall be satisfied that it is im- 
ported for medicinal purposes only.’’ 

It is evident from the above ruling that 
the department in considering importa- 
tions that may hereafter be made under 
the law will take into account chiefly the 
bona fide character of the goods as madic, 
+ inal preparations.

Want Oleomargarine Law Amended. 


TREASURY OFFICIALS RECOMMEND 
CHANGE TO FINANCE COMMITTEE— 
ASK FOR RESTORATION OF PREVIOUS 
FLAT RATE FOR REVENUE PUR- 
POSES—HARDLY LIKELY THAT 
PROPOSITION WILL FIND 
FAVOR IN CONGRESS. 


Washington, June 25, 1909. 


Treasury officials have made informal 
recommendations to members of the 
Finance Committee for the amendment of 
the oleomargarine law in the interest of 
u larger revenue. The present statute im- 
poses a tax of one-fourth of a cent per 
pound on uncolored oleomargarine and 10 
cents on that which is artificially col- 
ored. These taxes were substituted in 
1902 for the flat rate of 2 cents per pound 
on all oleomargarine which ‘was adopt- 
ed in the original act of 1886. The ef- 
fect of the differential rates has been 
to cut down the production of oleomar- 
garine, both colored and uncolored, and 
to reduce the output of the artificially 
colored product to a comparatively insig- 
nificant quantity. It has also stimulated 
the illicit production of artificially col- 
ored oleomargarine and the internal reve- 
nue officials assert that the government 
to-day is losing more revenue as the re- 
sult of these illegal practices than 
through’ the prosuction of so-called 
“moonshine” whiskey. The cost to the 
government for the supervision of the 
oleomargarine industry has also increased 
enormously and is now said to nearly 
equal the total revenue derived there- 
from. The project now under considera- 
tion is to add an amendment to the pend- 
ing tariff bill restoring the tax rates of 
the act of 1886. 

The chief concern of the Treasury of- 
ficlals in this matter is the revenue, but 
the feeling is also strong throughout the 
department that the assessment of an 
almost prohibitory tax on a wholesome 
article of food for the sole benefit of a 
competing article, which, it is admitted, 
is elso artificially colored during a great 
part of the year, is indefensible and 
should no longer be continued. It is esti- 
mated that if the act of 1886 had not been

householders who color the product for 
the use of their families exclusively. A 
boarding-house keeper or hotel proprietor 
who colors oleomargarine for the use of 
paying guests becomes liable as a manu- 
facturer and must qualify and pay special 
tax as such or incur heavy penalties, in- 
cluding fine and imprisonment. For the 
convenience of consumers. desiring to 
color the gleomargarine purchased by 
them for their own use, manufacturers 
have followed the practice of putting up 
small quantities of coloring matter in 
statutory packages of their goods and it 
has been found that this system has ma- 
terially iicreased the sale of oleomar- 
garine paying the quarter-cent tax. 
The internal revenue officials were at 
first disposed to regard the packing of 
coloring matter with oleomargarine as 
designed to assist in the violation of the 
law and issued a genera! circular forbid- 
ding it, but after more careful consider- 
ation the circular was withdrawn, al- 
though the practice is st: trowned upon 
as facilitating frauds »y the proprietors 
of boarding Eousas. smail hotels, cafes, 
etc. There is no doubt that the govern- 
ment is deprived of a large revenue as 
the result of the illicit coloring of oleo- 
margarine after it has passed from the 
hands of the’ manufacturer, and it is 


amended the government to-day would be 
in receipt of a revenue from oleomar- 
garine of not less than $4,000,000. The to- 
tal roone for the fiscal year 1902 from 
this product amounted to $3,000,000, while 
for the current fiscal year the revenue 
will barely exceed one-fourth that 
amount. The largest production in the 
history of the industry was reported in 
1902, when the output was approximately 
120,000,000 pounds. In the following year, 
under the differential tax rates, produc- 
tion slumped more than 50 per cent, but 
while there has been a small annual in- 
crease each year since 1908, this gain has 
been the result of an expensive cam- 
paign of education on the part of manu- 
facturers and reputable dealers who have 
sought to accustom the consumer to an 
article containing no more color than can 
be imparted to it by the use of whole- 


ings of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
must be used in quantities sufficient to 
constitute bona fide constituents of the 
product rather than mere coloring agents, 

The frauds complained of under the ex- 
isting oleomargarine law are due entire- 
iy to the partiality of the average con- 
sumer for an article carrying a compara- 
tively high color.

With two exceptions the local dye 
market experienced a quiet and rou- 
tine week and trading did not in any 
way involve noteworthy amounts.

Some weeks 
ago, when gambier shipments were 
quoting at 44%@4%c., speculators took 
advantage of the situation and bought 
in considerable amounts of the com- 
modity. During the week these inter- 
ests were offering goods at 5@5%c., and 
they will apparently have but little 
difficulty in disposing of their holdings 
within a short time, as June-August 
shipments from Singapore are now 
quoted at 5%c. Tanners came into the 
sumac market during the interval, and, 
as shipments from Sicily were prac- 
tically neglected during the hat mak- 
ers’ strike, there is consequently now a 
shortage of goods on the spot. Sellers 
during the interval were asking about 
a dollar per ton advance over our pre- 
vious quotation. The other items were 
quiet and routine along the lines of 
our previous reports. A detailed re- 
port of the market follows:— 

ALBUMEN.—The local market is 
steadily quiet, with previous quotations 
unchanged at 26c. for blood albumen 
and 55@72c. for egg albumen.

It is reported that 
the crop for Bengal turmeric is short. 
Stocks and supply of same are small. 
while those of Madras kinds are boun- 
tiful. For Europe, the demand con- 
tinues poor; sales for other quarters 
are making chiefly for prompt delivery 
at the undernoted quotations. Bengal 
kind are in request. We quote for:—

New Oil Diccoveries in Kentucky. 
Barbourville, Ky., June 23, 1909. 

Some excitement is prevailing in the Ken- 
tucky oil flelds this week, occasioned by a new 
discovery in the eastern belt. A Pennsylvania 
company which has been doing some prospect- 
ing in Lawrence county, made a good strike 
the earlier part of the week on Three-Mile 
Creek. The oil was found at a good depth, 
and the sand is believed to be identical with 
the Berea grit, the discovery being not far 
distant from some of the West Virginia dis. 
tricts. The well shows up for twenty barrels 
daily. The depth is 1,750 feet, the deepest 
producing well yet drilled in Kentucky. While 
there is no contiguous production, the well 
being the initial venture of the company. the 
prospects are sufficient to draw many opera- 
tors, and a number of new wells are being 
planned. Conditions have been so dull in the 
established districts of Kentucky for several 
months that any new opening attracts much 
attention, and many of the trade have their 
eyes on the new district. Quite a number of 
leases have been taken over this week by 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia operators. 
Lawrence county adjoins Martin, in which a 
few test wells have been drilled. The biggest 
gas wells ever drilled in Kentucky are in the 
latter county, which has also shown oil in 
small quantities. 

In the established fields of Kentucky the 
present situation gives no cause for enthusiasm. 
The season started out well, but reductions in 
crude oil prices have greatly hurt the industry 
in the productive spots. One bit of encour- 
agement was offered this week by a “‘wildcat"’
